The  annual  meeting,'  was  held  on  Wednesday  mornini;,  2nd 
February,  at  ten  o'clock,  in  the  Coinmittco  Room  of  the 
National  School, 

The  Lord  Bishop  in  the  Chair. 

The  reports  of  Central  Board,  Diocesan  Board  and  Clert;-y 
Trust  FRikI  were  i»resented,  adopted  and  ordered  to  he 
jtrinted. 

A  very  interesting-  and- valuable  I'eport  was  presented  from 
the  District  Association  of  St.  Francis,  Avhich  was  adopted  and 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  I'oport  of  the  position  of  the  Sherbrookc  Depository 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  accordance  with  the  expressed 
wish  of  the  District  Association.

The  Central  Board,  while  anxious  to  express  their  (loer> 
ihankt'iiliiess  to  the  (rreat  Heail  of  the  Chiireli  fur  ihi; 
increased  means  of  usefulness  which  have  been  vouchsafed  to 
them  duriiii,'  the  past  3'car,  must  at  the  same  time  urge  upon 
the  members  of  the  Church  throughout  the  Diocese,  tlio 
necessity  for  greater  exertions  in  the  Society's  cause  ;  fortho 
increase  over  the  amount  received  last  year  for  the  C!enor;i! 
Fund  is  exceedingly  small,  and  last  year's  receipts  showed  a 
decrease  of  8174.1)8  from  1878. 

The  general  stagnation  in  trade  has  undoubtedly  liad  a 
very  serious  effect  upon  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  extreme  dullness  in  all  branches  of 
Commerce,  it  is  a  matter  of  thankfulness  that  the  General 
Fund  has  been  enabled  to  deal  in  such  a  liberal  spirit  with 
the  many  pressing  applications  made  upon  its  funds  during 
the  year. 

The  amount  expended  for  Church  building  has  been  greater 
than  usual,  and  it  is  a  pleasing  fact  to  record  that  live 
ahurches,  viz  :  Benison's  Mills,  Island  Bx'ook,  Westbury, 
Melbourne  and*  Ascot  Corners  have  been  commenced  and 
completed  during  the  year,  three  of  which  have  been  con- 
secrated. The  Society  has  been  obliged  to  withhold  the 
usual  grants  to  Melbourne  and  Ascot  Corners,  in  consequence 
of  the  exhaustion  of  its  funds.

A.  W.  King,  M.A.,  late  Jncum- 
iient  of  Durham,  who  also  holds  tlie  cilices  of  Chaplain  tf> 
llie  (^Uiarantine  Station  of  (rrosse  Isle  and  IJector  ol'  iS'ici>!et. 
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The  Mission  of  the  Magdalene  Islands,  reported  vacant  last 
year,  lias  been  efficiently  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the 
]\ev.  J.  Chambers,  who  formerly  did  good  service  for  the 
Church,  in  mission  work  at  Hong  Kong.

PENSION    FUND. 

The  amount  received  for  this  much-needed  fund  is  excep- 
tionally small,  being  only  $861.83,  a  decrease  of  §608.53  from 
last  report. 

The  importance  of  this  Fund  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
congregations,  as  well  as  the  just  claims  of  the  Cler  /  to  a 
retiring  allowance  for  their  declining  years,  were  clearly  and 
forcibly  set  forth  b}''  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  a 
circular  issued  some  two  years  ago,  when  it  was  considered 
that  the  prosperous  state  of  the  W.  &  O.  Fund  would  justify 
llio  appropriation  of  the  collections  hitherto  made  in  its 
behalf  to  the  Pension  Fund. 

The  ettcct  of  the  Bishop's  Circular" was  seen  in  the  large 
amount  contributed  to  the  Pension  Fund  in  1874. 

The  revenue  of  the  Fund  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  claim 
of  even  one  aged  and  infirm  Clergyman  at  the  small  rate  of 
$400.

EDUCATION. 

Additional  aid  has  been  extended  during  the  past  yeav  to 
schools  in  various  missions  of  the  diocese,  and  from  report.s 
furnished  by  several  of  the  Clergy,  it  seems  an  established 
fact  that  our  schools  are  becoming  known  as  being  the  only 
ones  in  the  country  parishes  where  education  is  not  divorced 
from  religion.  In  the  department  of  education  the  Society 
meets  with  most  hearty  co-operation  from  the  Colonial  and 
Continental  Church  Society  ;  a  Society  which  has  for  many 
years  rendered  very  valuable  assistance  in  securing  a  sound 
education  for  the  young  in  several  of  our  missions^ 
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II  is  to  bo  rogi'otlcd  lli.'vt  some  of  the  Society's  schools  aro 
closed  from  livck  of  teachers. 

The  usual  salaries  being  so  small,  it  isdifficult  to  secure  tho 
services  of  competent  persons. 

The  schools  of  Marbloton,  Maple  Grove  and  Coaticook  are 
doing  e.vcellent  work,  especially  the  former,  and  too  much 
praise  cannot  be  accorded  to  tho  Ifevercnd  T.  S.  Chapman  for 
Ills  zeal  in  the  cause  of  education. 

Many  of  the  other  schools  are  also  well  managed  and  doing 
good  service.

Grant  is  tlxetl  (if  wo  may  call  that  fixed 
wlii'.h  is  only  pledged  for  one  year,  coupled  with  tlic  warnitii;- 
lliat  any  falling  oil"  in  this  Society's  sub.scrijttions  in  Knglaml 
will  involve  a  reduction,)  it  is  evident  that  the  Board  must 
look  to  the  7nissions  themselves  to  provide  the  means  of 
maintaining  the  ministrations  of  tho  church  among  them. 

Your  Board  is  glad  to  report  that  an  ini])rovemcnt  in 
/•espoct  to  the  payment  of  tlio  assessments  has  taken  place 
during  the  past  year,  the  sum  of  8406  having  been  received 
in  excess  of  the  amount  paid  in  1874.  This  is  very  satisfactory 
to  the  Diocesan  Board  and  very  ci'cditable  to  tho  church 
wardens  of  the  various  missions,   whose  labours,  (too  often 
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jiiaile  unnooossftrily  (lifllfult,)  lmvi«  l)rou;;ht  al»out  tlii>  iini»rovo- 
iiient.  Yuiiv  JJonrd  howovor,  whilo  acknowloM/^'iiii;  willi  sa(i«»- 
f'actinn  lliis  hIo|i  in  tlio  ri/:;lil  iliicc'lion,  would  wixli  to  iirc:(- 
iMiou  the  coii^'ro^uli<»ii.H  tlio  duty  of  nmid'ully  ol)siM'viiij(  the 
ni^ngcmoiits  tlioy  have  entered  into  with  (he  J}oanl  lit  all 
respects. 

After  a  new  aMsessmoiit  has  been  llxed,  it  is  not  unfro()uontly 
followed  nIx  months  after  by  a  petition  for  a  reduction. 
'•  Some  few  ])coplo  have  removed  from  the  mission,  or  the 
]irodiiets  of  the  Held  have  not  beiMi  so  abundant  as  formerly, 
(ir  very  little  money  is  circulatinjf,"  and  those  are 
alleged  as  fair  <^rouni]s  for  demanding  a  reduction.  The 
Hoard  is  far  from  wishin;:^  to  convey  the  imi»rossi(tn  that  in  all 
cases  such  reasons  as  tlu'se  arc  unworthy  of  c(»nsideration, 
Imt  tliey  arc  of  oi)inion  that  in  view  of  all  the  eircumstanoes 
of  the  case,  the  con <:^rojL;at ions  ought  manfully  and  cheerfully 
to  do  their  utmost  in  assuminj,'  any  additional  burdens  bofure 
askini^  the  lioard  to  relieve  thent,— rthat  it  is  their  duly  to 
make  real  sacriliccH  and  honestly  consider  whether  they  are 
ill  truth  doing  all  they  can  for  theinsolves. 

The  funds  of  the  Hoard,  including  the  S.  P.  (i.  grant,  arc 
equal,  but  barely  e([ual,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  presei't 
munber  of  Missions.  Were  the  .S.  P.  (i.  to  materially  reduce 
its  grant,  many  missions  which  now  exclusively  enjoy  the 
services  of  a  clergyman  would  have  to  put  uj)  v.ith  much 
fewer  services.  Those  missions  which  have  taught  themselves 
tlie  duty  of  self-support  will  then  be  independent!  Tho-o 
which  have  made  no  ])rogrcss  in  this  direction,  but  have 
been  only  eager  to  drive  as  hard  a  bargain  as  possible  with 
the  Diocesan  Board,  will  tind  themselves  compelled  to  share 
the  ministrations  of  the  church  with  some  other  mission,  or 
bo  placed  in  the  charge  of  a  travelling  missionary. 

Tt  has  been  usual  every  two  or  throe  years  for  your  Boaid 
to  confer  with  iho  congregations  and  endeavour  to  obtain  an 
increase  of  assessment.  The  agreements  for  the  last  period 
<"rminated   on   the  .-'Ist  December  last,  but  owing  to  the 
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depressed  condition  of  tnulo  tliroughout  the  eountry,  it  was 
decided  to  allow  ii  year  to  pass  over,  renewing  the  .same 
agreements  ibr  1870.  It  is  hoj)ed  that  during-  the  current 
year  matters  will  liave  so  far  improved  as  to  enable  the 
congregations  to  olVer  a  considerable  increase  wlieu  called 
ujion  for  the  next  i)eriod. 

There  are  at  present  35  missions  aided  by  tlic  Diocesan 
Board,  and  of  these  only  two  arc  temporarily  vacant,  viz  : 
Siiigawake  and  Magog.  This  is  happily  a  smaller  number 
without  clergymen  than  has  been  rejwrtod  for  many  years. 

Details  of  the  work,  more  or  less  vai'ied,  with  which  the 
Clergy  are  engaged,  will  '»e  found  in  their  re^iorts  hereto 
annexed.  They  evidence  in  many  instances  very  gratifying 
jirogress ;  iVoin  all  we  may  gather  the  assurance  that  much 
earnest  wovU  has  been  done  wiiich,  by  the'  blessing  of  the 
(Jreat  KiiIim-  of  the  church,  will  lu'ing  foj-th  fi'uit  in  due 
.reason.  •

In  the  month  of  November,  the  Rev.  C.  Thorp  to  the 
Mission  of  Bury. 

The  Bevd.  (J.  U.  Parker  resigned  the  Mission  of  Kingsey  ou 
his  appointment  to  the  Bectory  of  Complon. 

The  Bevd.  B.  Mathers  has  left  the  Diocese,  having  accepted 
a  cure  in  the  Diocese  of  Bredericton.  , 
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T]io  ItQvd.  A.  Balfoui',  after  over  forty-throo   yoavs  active 
service  in  tlic  Diocese,  resigned  liis  charge  of  the  .Mission  of 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  on  the 
occasion  of  his  retirement:

The  St.  Francis  District  Association  ackno\vIc(l,£>-os  -vvitli 
devout  thankfulness  the  continued  success  which  appears  tc 
attond  the  cflbrts  of  the  Church  in  this  District. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  appended  extracts  from  Ecports  of 
the  Clergy  will  be  found  to  contain  gratifying  intoliigeneo 
as  to  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Church  in  this  por- 
tion of  the  Diocese. 

To  form  a  correct  estimate  of  past  operations,  as  of  future 
prospects,  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  some  of  the 
i^pecial  difficulties  which  bqset  the  Clergy  labouring  in  Ihi^ 
District. 

Some  of  these  difficulties  may  be  thus  particularised: 

There  are  few  missions,  if  any,  in  this  District  in  which  the 
members  of  the  Church  are  not  thinly  scattered  over  ai. 
area  of  man}-  miles. 

1.  The  clergyman  is  consequently  obliged  to  divide  his  mis- 
sion into  districts,  assigning  to  each  its  own  stated  services, 
not  alwavs  with  reference  to  the  number  of  souls,  but  to  the 
number  of  stations.  In  not  a  few  instances  thelal)ours  of  the 
missionary  arc  unnecessarily  multii»lied  by  the  unwillingnc.-s 
of  a  few  individuals  or  families  to  put  themselves  to  any 
inconveniences  for  the  purpose  of  attending  a  central  place 
of  worshi])  on  the  Lord's  day.  Either  a  clergyman  must 
defer  to  their  wishes  or  leave  them  a  pre}'  to  one  or  other 
of  the  numerous  sects  which  everywhere  abound.  And  when 
there  is  not  public  worship  every  Lord's  day,  habits  of  non- 
jittendanco  at  Divine  worship  are  easily  acquired  and  with 
difficulty  removed. 

2.  Experience  has  proved  that  the  country  school-house  in 
which,  at  most  of  the  outlying  stations,  Divine  service  is  hold, 
is   a  very   imperfect   substitute   for  a  church.     It  is  most 
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difficult  to  train  those  who  meet  together  in  school-houses  in 
liabits  of  reverence. 

3.  Seldom  is  a  clergyman  fortunate  enough  to  secure  laj- 
aijency  in  carrying  on  his  work,  and  lay-readers  are  not 
%okQd  iip'^n  with  favour  by  country  churchmen. 

Notwithstanding  these  drawbacks,  the  District  Association 
confidently  appeals  to  the  present  condition  of  the  several 
JSlissions  in  the  District  as  an  evidence  of  life  and  growth  of 
the  Church  and  of  what  may  be  expected  in  the  future,  as  in 
the  past,with  God's  blessing,  from  the  harmonious  co-operation 
of  both  clergy  and  laity. 

It  is  with  feelings  .'  duty  no  less  than  of  gratitude  this 
Association  desires  here  to  make  mention  of  the  frequent 
visits  paid  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Eastern  Townships  during 
the  past  3'ear. 

Nothing  in  their  opinion  could  tend  more  to  the  well-being 
of  the  church  than  the  frequent  intercourse  of  the  Bishop 
with  both  Clergy  and  Laity. 

The  genial  and  simple  habits  of  the  Bishop  have  done  much 
to  brine:  before  those  with  whoni  he  has  come  into  contact 
the  pastoral  aspect  of  the  apostolic  office;  may  ho  long  be 
spared  to  feed  the  widely  scattered  flock  committed  to  his 
charge  by  the  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  Souls. 

It  affords  the  District  Association  very  great  satisfaction 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Com]iton  College  for  young 
ladies  bids  fair  to  fulfil  the  hard-earned  expectations  of  its 
founder,  the  Rev.  .T.  Dinzey.  The  working  of  the  institution 
has  received  the  high  commendation  of  the  Metropolitan, 
and  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  other  competent 
judges.  It  is  confidently  ex])ected  that  churchmen  who 
desire  to  secure  for  their  daughters  a  sound  secular  and 
religious  education,  will  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the 
advantages  which  in  this  Diocese  are  now,  for  the  first  time, 
ort'ered  them. 

In  church  building  the  District  Association  have  to  report 
one  at  Milb\',  in  the  Parish  of  Lennoxville,  owing  its  origin 
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aiul  completion  to  tlic   untiring-  energies  of  F.    C.   Embci-- 
son,  Esq. 

One  at  Westbury,  owing  its  successful  completion  and  con- 
secration to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Chapman's  self-dcnyi  ng  sacrilicc?', 
which  have  been  of  no  ordinary  character. 

One  at  Ascot  Corner,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ilev.  Pro- 
fessor Eoe,  and  one  at  Island  Brook,  owing  its  successful 
completion  maiidy  to  the  praiseworthy  zeal  of  ^Ir.  James 
Weston. 

One  at  North  Coaticook,  consecrated  Juno  18th. 

One  at  iXmison's  Mills,  consecrated  on  (he  second  of 
October  last. 

One  on  (Jallup  llill,  Melbourne,  consecrated  on  Dec.  IJrd. 

All  of  these  churches  are  of  ecclesiastical  design  and  ap- 
pearance, and  have  been  put  up  at  the  least  possible  cost. 

Eeports  have  been  received  from  the  f<jllowing  Parishes 
and  ^lissions  : 

Sherbrooke,  Lennoxville,  Ilatley,  Drummondville,  Daii- 
ville,  Eobinson,  Coaticooke,  llereturd,  IJarlVtrd,  (leorgevillc, 
Brompton,  Acton. 

No  reports  from  Stanstead,  Kingsey,  Comptou,  ^lagog,  Mol- 
liourne,  Marbleton,  JJurham. 

The  report  from  the  co-rector  of  Slierbrooke  presents  u 
very  satisfactory  account  of  the  work  of  the  church  i)i  all 
its  branches,  in  the  Parish  of  Sherbrooke.  From  the  Ileport 
we  gather  the  following  ])articulars: — A  church  population  o^" 
900;  2-40  communicants.  A  Sunday-school  of  12  classes 
suppliwd  with  zealous  teachers  and  numbering  150  scholars. 
A  Sunday-school  library  of  400  vols.  A  Parochial  library 
of  GOO  vols.  Amount  raised  for  church  purposes,  $P>, 903. 73. 
During  the  year  there  were  4-1  baptisms,  12  marriages,  2.') 
burials,  32  candidates  confirmed. 

The  Rector  of  Jjennoxville  states  that,  notwithstanding  the 
financial  depression  which  ban  been  fcdt  in  the  parish,  the 
church  has  been  thoroughly  re})aired  and  the  debtbn  the  I'ar- 
sonage  reduced  by  $400.    It  also  mentions  the  consecration 
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of  St.  Earnabas  Clmrcli,  Mllby,  which  has  an  average  congre- 
gation of  SO;  conimnnicants,  26. 

The  Ecctor  of  Drummondvillo  writes  :  "  We  have  succeeded 
In  clearing  ort'  the  greater  part  of  the  debts  whlcJi  have  been 
oppressing  us.  We  liavo  also  been  enabled  to  pay  off  our 
arrears  to  Diocesan  Board."*  lie  also  mentions  a  gift  of  $100 
to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  Missionary  of  Bury  refers  to  the  purchase  of  a  beau- 
tiful font,  costing  $6'). 

The  3Iissionary  of  Coaticook  mentions  the  consecration  of 
a  new  church  at  North  Coaticook  ;  a  confirmation  of  57  per- 
-jons ;  the  satisfactory  eondition  of  the  church  school,  under 
Miss  Sutton  ;  an  increasing  congregation  at  St.  Stephens, 
which  will  soon  require  further  accommodation. 

The  Missionaiy  of  Barford  and  Hereford  concludes  an 
interesting  re]iort  of  work  extending  over  Dixville,  Stanhope, 
Hereford  and  Perryboro,  with  the  following  words:  "  I  have 
visited  nearly  every  Protestant  ihmily  in  both  townships,  an<! 
have  been  received  with  kindness  and  hospitality.  But  the 
necessary  Avork  of  the  ^[ission  is  more  than  one  man  can 
successfully  accomplish  ;  if  another  man  could  be  sent,  the 
whole  ricKl  w^ould  soon  be  ours." 

The  Missionary  of  Georgeville  writes  :  '•  Our  church  debt, 
originally  SlijOl),  is  reduced  to  S150.  The  people  have  promised 
to  provide  a  residence  for  their  clergyman,  there  being  no 
Parsonage."

This  Depository  was  opened  in  Shei-broolvc  on  Aiigusl  1st, 
1^14: :  it  is  Ivcpt  at  the  store  of*Mr.T.  J.  TiicU,  Ijoolvseller  and 
Chemist.  The  Committee,  not  wislung  to  interfere  with  Mi. 
Tuck's  sale  oi'lMbles,  Prayer  Books,  and  llymi's  Ancient  and 
Modern,  determined  to  limit  the  stock  of  the  Depository  to 
Church  Literature,  outside  the  above  three  departments  of  the 
Literature  of  the  Church.  A  hand-bill,  issued  on  Deccmbei 
1st,  1875,  contaiiiin<,'  a  list  of  the  liooks  and  I*am[)hlets  r.ow 
in  tho  Depository,  classified  the  present  stock  in  hand  thus  : 
(1)  Works  of  Christian  Poetry  and  Devotion  ;  (2)  Works  or. 
the  Doctrines  and  Principles  of  the  Church  ;  (3)  Narratives  and 
Talcs.  The  first  division  embraces  several  of  the  devotional 
series  of  books  now  being  issued  by  Messrs.  Rivington  &  Co., 
London.  They  are  beautifully  got  up  and  very  cheap.  The 
second  division  contains  Sadler's  well-known  book.s  and  tract-s ; 
Iho  telling  pamphlets  b}'  Dr.  Thompson,  of  New  York  ;  Works 
by  Bishops  Oxenden,  liandall,  Lay,  Ki])  and  Coxe  ;  Dr.  Lid- 
don's  Bampton  Lectures,  Missionary  Tracts  and  Catechi.'>m>, 
and  many  other  books  and  pamphlets  calculated  to  produce 
an  intelligent  acquaintance  with  the  doctrines  and  ])i'inciple.-? 
of  tho  English  branch  of  tho  Church  Catholic.  The  third 
division,  which  would  be  increased  if  the  funds  of  the  Deposi- 
tory alloweti,  cciiiains  several  books  which  will  be  found  at- 
tractive to  the  vounij,  in  which  fiction  is  made  a  means  of 
commending  and  explaining  the  principles  of  the  Church.  Tin.' 
Committee  appeal  to  the  clergy  and  laity  in  the  Township^ 
to  sustain  and  encourage  tho  Depository  by  [)nrchasinir  from 
its  stores  of  church  literature,  and  by  making  it  knowr 
amongst  their  friends. 

The  present  financial  position  of  the  Depository  may  bo 
gathered  from  the  following  ])articulars.  The  Depository 
now  at  Sherbrookc  was  originally  at  Lennoxville.     The  pro- 
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coeds  of  sales  at  Lonnoxville  formed  the  fniancial  basis  of  tho 
"J)o]'o>ili)ry  at  Shcrbrooko.  The  .Secretary  lias  received  at 
flitloroni  times  'from  tho  Iiov.  A.  C.  .Scarlh,  §114.(35,  on  ac- 
.uunt  of  sale>  at  Lonnoxville.  Soon  after  the  Depository  was 
tjicned  at  Sherlirooke,  tho  Secretary  received  a  donation  to 
Its  funds  oli*2.'3  from  .IJ.  Hamilton,  Ksq.,  of  Quebec,  to  be  ex- 
jieiidcd  in  iulverlisinii;  and  otherwise  making'  the  Depository 
kiiKwn  throu^-h  the  Townships.  All  other  receipts  have 
arisen  from  sales  at  the  Depository,  or  from  orders  given  by 
Llie  clergy  direct  to  the  Secretary.

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During  the  ]iast  year  tlic  |)arisli  woric  was  cai'riotlon  in  tlio 
usual  way  ovory  .Siiiiday,  (Iiorc  briny  Divini.'  >ri'vifc  in  bolli 
Churcliuti  ot'tho  mission;  and  i(  is  witli  llianki'iilnoss  llialtlic 
iuciinibont  can  rcooi'il  tliat  lur  tin'  last  two  years  ho  bas  not 
I'ailcii  in  one  sinyk!  instance  in  being*  at  bis  |ui>l  lur  bi>- 
Sunday  duties.  Tbere  are  measures  in  i)ro,!;ress  in  tbe  ad- 
joinini;'  dioceso  oi'  Alonti'cai,  to •  withdraw  l']il(in  from  the 
jnission,  in  lieu  of  it  substituting"  IJoxton  l'"alls,  a  villai;"e 
lying  tive  and  a  half  miles  south  of  Actonvale;  as  }-et.'  huw- 
ovor,  no  change  lias  been  made. 

TJie  Slate  (Quarry,  mentioned  in  last  I'eporl,  i.-i  at  ]a'esen1 
in  a  state  of  abeyance.  Another,  however,  two  miles  east  of 
the' village,  was  o])eneil  during  the  summer,  ami  the  worlc  i- 
being  successfully  carricil  on.  This  has  induced  several 
English  families  to  settle  in  the  ncighltourhood.  In  this  the 
goodness  of  God  towards  us  is  ajjparent,  for  Providence  pre- 
vented our  hearts  from  failing  when  several  membei'S  of  the 
congregation  removed  their  families  ((.)  localities  bettor 
adapted  for  their  line  of  business.  Thus  has  1  he  mis.siou  kept 
up  its  uumber.s  with  prospects  of  future  increase. 

The  section  of  the  .Southeastern  Jiailroad  between  Sore! 
and  this  village,  is  almost  com]ileted,  and  notwithstanding 
the  unprecedented  intense  cold  that  i-ides  the  weather  at  Ihi.- 
Hcason,  the  work  is  progressing  as  speedily  as  could  be  ex- 
])ectcd.  As  Actonvale  will  be  the  junction  of  this  line  with 
the  Grand  Ti'unkllaili-o.'ul,  it  may  be  the  iricans  of  materially 
improving  the  tem])oral  interests  of  the  locality  and  indi- 
rectly ameliorating  our  Church  temporalities. 

The  social  gatherings  were  continued  through  the  winter, 
and  from  that  source  of  income  the  mission  netted  the  re— 
])ectable  sum  of  S')!). ,')().  AVith  this  amount  we  were 
enabled  to  renew  one-half  of  the  roof  of  St.  Mark's  Church, 
which  was  in  a  very  bad  condition. 

On  account  of  the  distance  of  the  rarsonage  from  the 
Church,  it  was  impossible,  especially  in  cold  weather,  for  the 
(dergyman  so  to  oversee  the  ])rcparing  (»f  the  Churcli  fur 
Divine  Worship  as  U)  secure  for  the  congregations  the  free- 
dom from  discomfort  needi'ul  for  their  undistracted  participa- 
tion in  the  Service  of  the  Lord's  Sanctuary,  consequently.  lA 
the  suggestion  of  Thomas  Macfarlane,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Church 
Wardens,  who  oitcred,  and  afterwards  gave  a  deed  to  the  mis- 
sion of  a  site  in  the  east  side  of  tlie  Chureh-jard,  a  new  Par- 
sonage, of  brick,  neat,  comfortable  and  commodious,  Avas  built 
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ut  .1  cost  ofovcr  S3000.00.  To  rncot  tliis  expense,  (ho  f.ld 
Pai'S()iui,i;o  was,  with  his  Lordship's  coiisoiit,  Kold  for 
$1000. ()() ;  other  nionoyH  wore  lilcewise  rccoivcd,  so  thoro  ro- 
jiiains  hut  SDOO.OO  to  he  met,  not  a  very  o'reat  sum,  iiiehidiiii;-, 
as  it  does,  the  del)l  ol'§10U.t)(l  that  still  remained  due  on  the 
(dd  Parsona,i:;e. 

On  ,lune  2()th  and  21st  we  had  tlic  ])rivileL;'e  ofentertainin^- 
•  Mil-  heloved  IJishop,  who  visited  tiie  mission  on  liis  contirmti- 
tion  lour,  when  tif'leen  were  eonlirmcd. 

On  Se])femher  lilbt  we  inaui;'urated  a  harvest  liome,  C)n 
Aviiieli  occasion  we  ha<l  tlie  ]deasure  of  iiavini;'  tJie  presence 
')('  tlio  IJev.  Profosor  ol'Pivinity  (d'lJishojj's  ('(»i[eij;c,  Loimox- 
ville,  Avho  came  to  assist  in  llie  j)roceeilin<;s  ol'tho  day.  Xot- 
withstandini;' tlie  nnfavourahleness  ol'the  weather,  which  pro- 
vented  the  out-door  s])orls,  as  indicated  hy  onr  ])roi,a'amine, 
ti\e  whole  resulted  in  a  success,  as  there  was  a  creditable  at- 
tendance, and  wei-eali/.ed  the  sum  of  850.00. 

Last  spriniji;  the  Church  Warden  ol'the  eonn'reg-ation,  at  his 
own  expense,  caused  to  be  erected  a  plati'orm  between  the 
(diancel  elevation  and  the  jicws,  a  distance  of  twelve  feet. 

On  this  ])latfbrm  were  placed  on  each  .side  stalls  for  the 
use  of  the  choir.  The  readin*;-  desk  and  pulpit  were  also  set 
forward  12  feet,  near  the  front  pews. 

This  was  a  sensible  ehansi;e,  and  is  a  ^-roal  improvement  in 
the  appearance  of  the  interior  of  our  little  churcli. 

Another  change,  however,  has  talcen  place  in  onr  cliurch 
affairs,  which  to  my  mind  appears  to  be  a  retro,!ji;rade  step. 
For  many  years  we  have  had  free  seats,  and  notwith>tandi!ii;- 
my  opposition,  the  majority  of  a  nicetini;,'  of  the  congrega- 
tion, duly  called,  voted  to  ado])t  the  ]iew  system.  This  was 
urged  as  a  measure  of  necessity,  as  the  subscriptions  to  ])ioc('- 
san  Board,  owing  to  various  causes,  had  been  tardy  incoming 
in;  and  as  a  remedy,  it  was  thought  expedient  to  make  the 
change.  Time  will  soon  tell  whether  this  step  will  turnout  to 
the  ])ecuniar3'  advantage  of  the  Mission,  but  1  fear  it  will 
not  make  any  material  ditl'erence  in  the  receipts,  -v.-hile,  rii> 
doubt,  it  has  been  a  plausible  ]dea  of  excuse  to  several  for  nr.t 
attending  the  services  of  the  sanctuarj-.

1  liave  been  in  cliarijje  of  this  mission  a  3'car,  ami  am  now 
fully  able  to  appreciate  its  advanta.<;'es  aiul  its  disadvantages. 
The  "^e'-viees  at  Pont  lounge,  mentioned  jn  my  report  last  year, 
colhv,t  ')d  with  the  failure  of  Mr.  Webb,  so  that  I  have  now 
only  ilic  congregation  of  8t  Bartholomew's  Church  to  look 
after.  The  ])Cople  are  mostly  poor.  I  thiidc  they  value  the 
services  of  the  Chureh,  as  the  Chui-ch  is  usually  tilled  with 
worshippers,  unless  prevented  by  bad  roads,  ami  as  many  of 
them  live  five  anil  sp:  miles  away,  I  sup])0se  some  of  them 
liavo  a  reasonable  excuse  for  occasional  absence.  J)uring  the 
tirst  three  months  of  the  year  I  had  several  cases  of  small- 
pox, some  of  which  were  very  distressing. 

In  October  the  Bishop  confirmed  tifteen  young  people, 
■whom  I  had  prepared  ihv  confirmation  since  my  appointment 
liere.  Out  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  parishioners,  I  have 
fifty  communicants,  people  who  have  communicated  during 
the  past  year  at  least  three  times.  The  average  number  of 
communicants,  lam  sorry  to  say,  is  not  al)ove  twenty.  AVo 
liave  recently  eti'ected  a  few  improvements  in  the  church. 
The  two  hideous  ]nilpit  erections  have  been  removed  to 
make  more  space.  The  altar  has  been  raised  two  steps  higher, 
and  with  the  magnificent  altar-cloth  which  was  recently 
given  to  us,  and  with  the  new  carpet  in  the  chancel,  the 
building  has  assumed  a  more  decided  ecclesiastical  ap])earancc. 
My  warmest  thanks  are  duo  to  the  Ilev.  C.  ilamilton,  for  a 
silver  altar  service,  to  Mrs.  Williams,  Mrs.  C  Hamilton,  Mrs. 
Fredk.  Montizambert,  Mrs,  Walker,  Miss  AValker,  Rev.  G. 
Ilamilton,  Ernest  Benson,  Esq.,  and  the  congregation  of  St. 
Peter's  church,  for  an  altar  cloth,  the  beautiful  embroidery 
being  a  present  from  Mrs.  C.  Hamilton.  Mrs.  T.  Hissons 
and  Mrs.  McKlrea  kindly  collected  twenty  dollars  for  a  car- 
pot  for  the  chancel,  and  Mr.  T.  Sissons,  our  lay-delegate  to 
the  T)iocc.san  Synod,  gave  the  lumber  requireil  to  make  the 
long-needed   alterations  in  the  church.     Mra.  Wm.  Gale  and 
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m,*)mo  anonynioiis  friends  sent  some  clothiiiii;  to  onalile  ai. 
aged  anil  lU'stitnte  woman  to  attend  tlie  cliiircli  services,  and 
^fiss  (iiigy  sent  a  |tacl<age  of  books  for  school  pri/.es  for  the 
three  schools  in  the  iM.i<>ion  aided  by  the  Church.  We  are 
very  graleCul  for  their  gills;  may  a  blessing  tall  on  all  their 
undcrtak'ings.

We  arc  now  in  ditllculties  ]iecuniarily,  but  hojie  to 
remove  the  burden  Iieforc  the  cud  of  the  year — we  are.  at 
least,  ilctermined  to  try.  lirompton  congregation  has  not 
lost  anything  in  I'cgard  to  average  attendance.  Tn  WiiuUor 
we  lost  a  great  number  by  immigration.  This  loss  has  l,>eer 
lo  some  slight  extent  made  up  Jiy  the  closing,  through  tlic 
hard  times,  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Congregational  meeting- 
houses.

Tlio  welcome  visit  (jf  onr  Ijislio])  in  Au;;-u>i.  when  liis  Lord- 
f^liip  coniirmcd  forty  young  persons  Avitliin  tlie  Mission,  is 
about  the  only  noteworthy  occurrence  ofthe  past  yeai". 

AVhile  liis  Lordship  was  wilh  us  lie  a]i]iroved  oi'  a  site  for 
our  new  church,  us  well  as  of  the  plans  kindly  tfiven  us  l)y 
the  Eev.  II.  Ivoe,  according  lo  Avhich  we  proposed  to  Iniild. 
Since  then  a  commcncGment  has  been  made.  A  solid  stone 
foundation  has  been  laid,  and  the  frame  has  been  raised  and 
partly  boarded  in.  The  work,  oven  atthis  rudimentary  stage, 
gives  promise  of  a  handsome  and  cojiimodious  building. 

One  of  our  wardens,  the  Hon.  T.  Savage,  has  contracted  to 
fmish  the  exterior  ofthe  church  for  ^1800,  of  which  amount 
we  have  raised  about  half  amongst  ourselves. 

I  am  glad  to  testify  to  the  willingness  with  which  many  of 
our  people  have  sup])lied  material,  including  the  largo  quan- 
tity of  stone    necessary   for   the    foundation  ;  in  this  giving 
their  own  labour,  and  that  of  their  men  and  horses,    freely 
and  cheeriull}'. 

That  there  arc  a  few  here,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  who  grudge 
labour  am\  trouble  of  any  sort,  and  look  on  complacently 
while  their  neighbours  ta.\  then\seivcs  fur  the  general  good,, 
is  much  to  be  regretted. 

The  services  of  the  Church  have  been  as  well  attended  as 
usual  during  the  past  year:  our  Sunday-school  has  also 
flourished. 

T  am  thankfid  to  say  that,  with  (he  exccjition  of  an  interest- 
ing child,  the  daugliter  of  one  of  our  warclens,  whose  loss  was 
severely  felt,  and  of  two  aged  jiersons  who  were  called  away 
in  the  course  of  viaturo,  our  Cajio  Cove  congregation  has 
sutlered  no  diminution  by  the  hand  oj' death. 

The  little  congregation,  at  Perce  lost  two  of  its  younger 
'incmbers  by  consumption  ;  they  bore  theii-  tedious  and  try^ 
ing  illness  with  Christian  patience  and  resignation.  I  am 
sorry  to  report  that  owing  to  the  failure  ofthe  iishery,  uj»on 
which  most  of  the  ]ieoplc  dejiend,  our  linancial  prospect  is 
not  very  bright  or  encouraging. 
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Tlio  third  year's  subscription  to  the  building  fund, duo  in 
Au^^ust,  havo"not  yet  boon  paid  up,  and  tor  this  reason  also, 
'Jio  siiecial  collections  have  been  smaller  than  usual,  and  sonic 
oftiiem  have  been  omitted. 

I  have  from  time  to  time  noticed  the  fact  that  our  congrega- 
tion are  heavily  taxed,  considering  their  means  and  numbers. 

It  is  my  conviction, — a  conviction  in  which  I  am  suj)portcd 
!iy  the  opinion  of  these  best  able  to  judge, — that  while  the 
iiuniber  of  familcs  in  the  mission  is  no  greater  than  it  was 
ten  years  ago,  the  ability  of  the  people  to  contribute  for  church 
purposes  is  actually  less, 

Tiie  failure,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  of  the  tisherj'-,  j-ear 
after  year;  the  increased  expense  of  building  and  titting  out 
boats  ;  tlie  credit  system,  uiuler  which  the  planters,  as  the 
omployers  of  lishernmn  ai-e  called,  make  advances  to  their 
lishermen  at  great  risk,  and  frequently  with  iieavy  loss,  and 
the  want  of  a  more  general  attention  to  agriculture,  have  all 
contributed  to  a  state  of  depression  from  whicli  this  mission, 
as  well  as  others  on  the  coast,  is  now  suifering. 

it  is  a  hopeful  sign,  and  one  for  which  I  feel  much  thankful- 
ness, that  in  the  face  of  the  ver}*  i-eal  dilKculties  to  which  I 
allude,  my  people,  with  few  exceptions,  are  exerting  theia- 
•^elves  to  maintain  their  liberal  and  punctual  character.

In  soTidinu'  in  my  Annnul  Ecjiort  lo  llio  Cliuroh  Sociely  f'<.  r 
this  your,  1  liiivo  briefly  lo  tjtulc  as  follows: — On  (he  iliir- 
tccnth  day  of  June  last,  the  Bishop  lielda  eonlinnation  in  fSl. 
8tcplien's  Church,  at  which  i'u  candidates  presented  them- 
selves, ti-t  of  whom  iK\rtook  of  the  Itoly  Commuiiion,  v/hicli 
was  administered  on  that  day. 

In  the  aflernoon,  his  Lordship  consecrated  the  now  rhurc]'. 
at  Xorth  Coaticook,  where  thei-e  was  an  overtlowiui;'  congn-sira- 
tion.  The  seats  in  this  ehurcli  are  free,  and  the  services  arc 
joined  in  very  h.eartiiy  by  all  who  attend.  This  congreijatio); 
lifis  liad  g-i'eat  difficulties  to  contend  against,  owing  to  t!)c 
financial  depression,  which  is  so.sevoivly  felt  here. 

There  are  two  Sunday-schools  (one  at  each  church)  wiiici: 
are  fairly  attended. 

1  have  three  full  services  cver\'  Sunday,  and  I  also  teach 
in  one  of  the  Sunday-schools. 

Parochial  visiting  is  kept  up  regularly,  and  as  mucli  of  my 
time  is  given  to  that  duty  as  is  consistent  with  other  depart- 
ments of  my  work. 

The  Church  school  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  under 
the  managemcntof  Miss  Sutton,  who  takes  a  lively  interest 
in  the  Sunday-school  also. 

The  attendance  at  St.  Stephen's  Church  is  increasing,  and 
1  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall  have  Cither 
to  enlarge  the  ])resent,  or  build  a  new  church. 

My  Church-wardens  have  worked  most  heartily  and  hai'- 
moniously  with  me  during  the  year,  for  which  1  am  very 
thankful.  During  the  year  1  have  Imd  several  adult  bap 
tisms,  thus  increasing  our  numbers,  and  very  i^aterially  in- 
creasing our  ability  to  do  the  worlc  which  is  before  tb.e 
Church  in  this  mission.

Considering  the  depressed  state  of  the  times,  wliich  lias 
been  felt  in  Eaton  as  elsewhere  throughout  the  Ea.^tern 
Townshii)s,  we  have  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  progress 
01' Church  matters  during  the  past  year.  The  building  fund 
ii;":s  been  increasing,  and  the  hope  is  entertained  that  the 
church  tower  will  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  18TG, 

Tlie  ladies  of  St.  Peter's  have  boon  untiring  in  their  en- 
deavours to  add  to  the  Church  funds  by  the  proceeds  of  con- 
cei'ts,  teas  and  fancy  sales. 

The  new  church  at  Island  Brook  is  Just  compleled,  leaving 
a  debt  of  one  hundred  dollars,  which  we  ho])e  to  .see  cleared 
on  in  a  few  months,  when  we  hope  to  have  it  consecrated. 

Island  lirook  presents  a  case  where  a  newly-settled  country 
may  be  benetitted  by  the  spare  services  from  an  old  estab- 
lished mission, 

While  the  Church  population  in  Eaton  cannot  be  .said  to  bo 
increasing  by  any  influx  of  settlers  from  abroad,  Island 
Brook  is  drawing  to  its  rich  wild  lands  new-comers  daily, 
many  of  whom  belong  to  the  Church  of  l<]ngland  ;  and  the 
prospect  is  that  in  a  few  years  we  shall  have  a  thriving  con- 
gregation there.

It  is  witli  feelings  of  gratitude  that  I  report  regular  minis- 
trations throughout  every  part  of  my  extensive  auJ. 
straggling  mission,  considering  the  rather  severe  attacks  of 
isickness  that  have  periodically  fallen  upon  )ne  for  the  last 
lew  years.  Extra  services  "have  been  given  at  some  of 
the  old  posts,  and  at  some  new  points  in  the  mission,  thrwgh 
the  able  assistance  of  a  clerical  friend.  One  of  these  new 
Hlations  on  Ham  Road  I  shall  probably  maintain,  while  South 
Ham,  which  I  have  regularly  visited  for  twenty-five  years,  I 
have  at  last  reluctantly  abaiidoned.  French  colonization,  and 
the  removal  of  all  the  church  families,  except  three,  I  give 
as  the  cause.  This  Hystematic  work  on  the  part  of  the 
i-ronch  will  eventually  cripple   many,  and  totally  de.ntroy 
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sorr.e  of  oiii"  Cliiin'h  missions.  Could  wo  not  orL;'iinisu  some 
sichcmo  l)y  wliich  vacancies  jn-odiicocl  by  removals  of 
Cliurcli  families  miglit  for  the  most  part  be  filled  up  by  Church 
])eople  ?  Can  wo  not  got  our  share  of  tlie  stream  of  iininii^'ra- 
tion  ihnn  tlio  Ih'itisii  [slos  which  is  now  setting  in  so  deci- 
dedly towards  Canada,  and  which  contains  so  largo  a  percen- 
tage of  [leople  of  otu"  own  faith  ?  Il'  we  cannot  do  this,  wo 
raust  incrc;ise  our  eiforts  and  multiply  our  ag'cncios  to 
win  back  not  i>rdy  recreant  churchmen,  but  assume  the 
aggressive  so  far  as  to  endeavour  to  enlighten  those  who  are 
walking  separate  from  us  as  to  the  suj)erior  claims  of  our 
..•oinmni\ion  as  a  genuine  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic.  The 
assiduous  dissctnination  of  Cluircl  'ilerature,  and  Icind,  consi- 
vleratc  and  courageous  preaching,  windd,  J  think,  do  something 
:o  jnakc  our  Cliarch  successfully  aggressive,  as  she  ought  to 
bo. 

Thr.Migh  the  close  attention  given  to  the  ei-ection  of  the 
now  (.'inii'ili  at  Westlnuy,  my  .Sumlay-schools,  six  in  number, 
have  uul  li^en  so  succssful  as  last  year.  An  elfort  to  increase 
L'le  libraries  and  text  books  will,  I  trust,  ]iut  them  on  a 
iictter  basis.  Poverty  and  the  decentralised  character  of  our 
j)t.'.:)ple  ai'o  two  of  the  most  serious  dx'awbacks  to  uniform 
.-jUC'CCss  in  the  Sunday-school  ellort. 

Tiio  Mai'bletDn  model  school  is  still  doing  a  good  work  in 
the  cause  of  education.  It  is  still  sending  its  c^nota  of  success- 
ful candidates  bcfoi-c  the  board  of  examiiiei's  for  common 
school  diplomas,  and  lately  some  have  obtained  the  model 
school  dijiloma  with  honours. 

His  Lordship  the  Ijishaii  has  just  held  a  veiy  interesting 
consecration  service  iii  iiie  new  Church  at  I'pper  Wcst- 
l)urv.  A\'e  were  cheered  by  the  ]ii'csen''e  of  numerous  friend> 
froni  Sherbrooko  and  paris  udjaecnt.  '^fliis  Church  is  almost 
a  nv)  Icl  fir  neatness,  durability  and  (diea[»ness.  It  is  -tS  feet  by 
'22.  with  entrance  ]ior(;h  in  western  tower.  The  windows  ai-e

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As  in  1371  it  was  my  <luly  to  report  upon  the  last  seven 
months  of  that  year,  so  now  1  can  speak  only  of  the  tirst  sevc'^ 
iiionths  of  1875. 

During  this  time  the  number  of  services  held  has  boon  as 
formerly,  at  leiistfuura  week  on  an  average,  viz  :  three  in  the 
tlireo  Churches  on  Sundays  and  chief  festivals  and  fasts,  somo 
every  secOiid  Sunday  in  tlic  centre  of  the  parish. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  in  one  ])art  or 
other  of  the  Mission  about  once  a  month;  frc(i[ucnt  house  to 
house  visitation  was  contiimed  as  heretofore. 

]  am  thankful  to  say  that  the  "su])remc  elfort"  which  the 
Bisiiop  had  exhorted  tlic  people  to  make,  was  very  heartily 
jnade,  anil  the  hope  expressed  in  the  last  i-eport  in  reference 
lo  the  freeing  of  all  CImi'eh  oronortv  from  debt  has  boon 
icalized. 

Krosh  efforts  in  other  direct ioiis  have  also  been  made,  as 
ic'^tified  by  the  financial  statement  handed  on  to  tlie  Rev.  Mr. 
Jhii'ding  to  rejvort,  and  in  reference  to  which  I  must  oiVor 
•-omc  I'cmarks. 

The  conirilui!  ions  I'or  l)noks  were  made  to  meet  an  c({ual 
amount  ro[iorted  last  year  as  coming  Irom  Ivobort  Hamilton, 
l*]<(piire. 

The  $9  gi\en  the  Incuinbent  by  (he  ])00]'le  of  Black  liiver 
were  dovotetl,  ulong  with  his  own  siibscri[)tions,  to  this  ol.)jeet. 

Tiie  jtresentations  mentioned  were  made  to  Miss  Trenholme 
;\ lid  .Miss  Stevens  (organist),  to  the  (late  lay  reader)  Jiev. 
A.  Stevens,  B.A.,  al'ier  bis  ordination,  anil  to  the  Jiov.  Ernest 
ICing,  on  his  departure  to  a  m;w  lieid  of  work. 

Here  I  feel  bound  to  mention  that  the  purse  sent  me  as  a 
p.M'ting  gift  fVom  Si)Uth  Durham  wa<  not  an  entirely  nnani- 
iiious  olfering,  owing  to  smne  ungrateliil  and  narrow-minded 
displeasure  at  my  efforts  to  have  the  furniture  of  the  church 
wliat  it  should  be,  in  order  that   the  rubrics   (or  rules  of  tli.o 
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Cluircli  for  ininistci'ini:>-  bcforo  tlic  ])0O]tlo)  may  bo  f'aitliAilly 
observed.  J  liave  tlierefore  foiiiid  myselC  unable,  lam  sorry 
to  say,  to  accept  that  ii;iil  olliorwisc  than  as  ]>urtly  paying  a 
('i-iiisi(lerablo  sum  still  due  me  personally  by  tlnit  coriii.'rey-ation. 

()]>liosite  building  funds  are  [>laced  ,-ub.-cri]tl ions  not  as  yet 
ro]iorted. 

Four  socials,  given  by  ^lessrs.  W.  rjui'rill,  X.  Lvhtcr, 
C.  Lystcr  and  AV.  JIali,  with  a  conceit,  brought  in  -SldO,  1(  r 
Ujipcr  Durham,  and  the  annivcrsarj' dedication  festival  al.'nut 
$2;J0,  including  810  each  from  Messrs.  AVm.  and  Soloriidi. 
l>_yster,  and  T.  JI.  (Ji'anl,  Msq,  There  wore  also  collected  ir 
addition.  $140  for  the  taking  n])  of  a  note  in  favour  of  Mr. 
(i.  Iv.  Foster,  who  consented  to  relax  his  claim  for  inttjri.';rt 
njjon  the  same  ti)  the  e.\lenl  of  810. 

The  Church  of  the  lltdy  Trinity  n(;w  ])ossesses  the  valuable 
font  promised  by  the  Ecv.  and  Mi-s,  (i.  Jl.  Fark-er,  al.«o  a  lia;.d^ 
Homc  chancel  chair  from  Miss  Frcadon. 

.St.  James  Church,  Soutli  Durham,  received  a  cabinet  orgau 
nnd  a  chancel  chair  trom  Mr.  King  aiid  his  mother,  al.-<o  tlic 
font  that  belonged  to  ITpjier  Durham.  A  flagon  has  l.icen  added, 
to  the  altar  vessels.  Tlio  8150  granted  by  the  Chui-ch  Society 
in  18G9,  were  at  length  maile  available  by  the  deeding  of  ilic 
Church  ])roperty  to  the  ]>isho[i,  and  came  to  hand  generously 
increased  by  £ii(). 

Mr,  Gardner  Stevens  has,  by  a  gift-deed,  conveycl  to  the 
Ijisho])  for  the  use  of  tlio  church  4  acres  of  hind  near  Li>gar 
station: 

Mr.  Joshua  Eick  and  ^Irs.  Medley,  of  the  same  locality,  have 
given,  the  one  a  half,  the  other  a  (quarter  of  an  aero  for  the 
site  of  a  small  church,  with  the  ]»romise  of  selling  as  much 
more  on  reasonable  terms,  if  it  f-hall  be  needed.  Mr.  Geo. 
Blake  lias  given  enough  land  for  a  similar  purpose  close  tu 
l>anby  station. 

These  are  all  very  generous  gifts  to  the  Church,  and  will, 
I  trust,  ore  long,  prove  of  great  value  indirectly,  in  the  spiri- 
tual welbboing  of  the  inhabitants  of  those  parts. 

Mr.  Wm.  Cross  has  forgiven,  in  favour  of  the  church,  an  old 
debt  of  811,  and  Mr.  Wm.  Whittakcr  another  of  $9. 

The  site  of  the  church  and  the  graveyard  at  South  Durnaru 
has  been  suitably  fenced  in. 

The  Church  Society  lias  granted  $50  towards  the  erecf  ior. 
of  the  ])ro])Osed  small  Church  in  the  centre  of  the  ])ru'ish  (;l.,^ 
referred  to  in  last  report,)  but  no  suitable  site  ha^  yet  beet;. 
obtained. 

In  L'Avenir,  Mrs.  Arthur  Mountain  has  collected  a  con- 
siderable sum  to  be  added  to  thai  already  in  hand,  towards 
new  altar  vessels  for  Saint  Faul's  Church,  and   Mi.-s    White, 
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i|ilC  for  a  new  chancel  carpet.  The  '^cj^.try  of  tluH  Church  ha..- 
jdso  been  made  very  comfort abh',  through  the  untiring 
energies  of  Mr.  (ieo.  Atkinson. 

Tliese  various  sv  ms  given,  collected  or  subscribed  for  Church 
iiuriioses,  together  with  the  assessment  and  the  ollertory  and 
missionary  collections  made  since  my  absence,  and  to  bo  re- 
iinrted  b}'  my  suceessor,  mal;e  u^)  a  sum  of  more  than  8-,0U0. 

As  a  further  indication  of  the  ini[)ortance  of  tliis  ^Lis-i(-»n,  1. 
would  add,  that  more  than  once  when  1  iiavc  Jiad  heli.,  uv.O 
services  were  held  in  si.\  ditl'erent  parts  of  the  pai'i>li  (.>n  the 
same  day,  there  liave  assembled  for  the  cnjoyiacnt  of  the 
iirivilegcs  thus  allordcd  by  the  church,  not  less  than  anaggre- 
•  '•ate  number  oi'  .'^UO  people.  .Man}-  other  interested  persons, 
ii  must  be  assumed,  were  unable  to  be  present.  Jn  connec- 
iidu  with  such  e.Klra  services,  I  have  great  pleasure  in 
rceording  the  n:nnc  of  ilr.  \l.  J.  JEarvey,  divinity  student  of 
Bishop'sCoUege,  who  did  some  voluntaiy  and  zealous  mh- 
bionary  work,  as  my  much  valued  companion  and  helper,  for 
about  a  month  of  his  holiday  time. 

Very  interesting  days  in  the  annals  of  the  parish  were  the 
Queen's  birthday,  when  the  anniversary  dedication  festival  was. 
again  celebrated  at  Upper  Durham,  also  (he  22nd  of  June, 
when  the  Church  at  South  Durham  and  the  burial  ground 
were  at  last  consecrated  ;  six  children  baptized  by  tlie  Bishop 
and  nine  ])ersons  contirmcd. 

(")n  both  of  these  days,  intellectual  and  festive  entertain- 
ment was  furnished  to  large  gatherings,  and  in  connectior. 
with  which  the  most  sincere  tiianks  of  myself  and  parishion- 
er.- are  due  to  our  beloved  Diocesan,  to  our  representatives 
in  Parliament,  to  Colonel  llhodes,  to  tho  Union  Cornet  Band 
of  Eichmond  and  Melbourne,  to  the  "Welsh  Singers"  of  liock- 
land  Quarry,  and  to  the  many  others  who  kindly  did  all  iii. 
their  power  for  the  general  good. 

Before  closing  this  my  last  report  of  Durh.am,  I  must  bo 
jicrmitted  to  express  my  devout  thankfulness  to  Almighty 
(lod  for  the  measure  of  health,  happiness  and  success,  which 
one  so  unworthy  as  m3-self  has  undeservedly  received  from 
His  bounteous  hand. 

I  would  also  ask  permission  to  thank  most  heartily  all 
those  who  have  been  the  generous  instruments  in  Ili.s  hands 
of  contributing  to  my  own  personal  comfort  and  welfare 
during  the  four  years  and  a  quarter  throughout  which  I  had 
chai'ge  of  the  Mission.

I  oiitei'cd  upon  (lio  duties  of  tliis  luis.sion  in  (lieoiulof  July 
la.st  ;  was  rocoivod  in  cvory  ]iai't  of  it  willi  llio  ,i,a'c;uesL 
J^iudiicss  and  con??idoi'.'ilioii ;  and  since  lu}'  cntraneo  u[(on  tlie 
■work,  have  mot  with  much  to  encotu'a,i,'o  me.  ]}ut  not  having; 
liocn  long  here,  my  vejKU't  (his  yeui-  will  ueressarily  1'c 
>lior{. 

There  ai'o  now  in  the  mission  three  handsome  churches  in 
^'00(1  repair,  cleared  ofdeht,  and  consecraled  ;  all  of  which  is 
:hc  result  of  the  zealous  labours  of  former  Incumbents. 

In  each  of  these  churches  a  service  has  been  held,  with  ono 
exce])tion,  every  Sunday  since  T  liei^an  the  woric,  making  in 
all  o\)  services  during  my  four  ami  a  half  months  residence. 
Jiesidcs  these,  others  wore  held  during  the  month  of  August, 
at  Dulfy's,  Jameson's,  Black  Ki^-er  and  Carson's  school- 
liouses,  for  which  manv  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  ]'.  J.  ilar- 
voy,  a  Divinity  student  of  JJishop's  College,  who  devoted  liis 
time  during  the  vacation  to  this  work. 

Since  Mr.  Jlarvey  returned  to  College,  the  sclmol-houses 
iiave  been  without  services  on  Sundays,  as  I  thought  the 
vhurches  on  those  days  hail  the  best  claim  upon  my  time,  i 
may  here  mention,  howevei',  that  weeknight  services  liave 
been  held  at  Jameson's,  and  ihat  ii  is  my  intention  to  begin 
others  after  Christmas  at  Black  JJivcr,  and  })erhaps,  also,  at 
Dutly's  or  Carson's. 

Through  the  k-indncss  of  the  Itevd.  ihe  ivoctor  of  ]\Iel- 
bourne.  and  the  lievd.  the  Incmnlienl  of  Drumnjondville, 
Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  in  the  mission  three 
:imes.  the  average  nuniber  of  communicants  lu.'ing  aliout  lio. 

The  attendance  at  (ho  Churches  on   Sundays  has  been    ex- 
remely  good,  and  would  average,  I  think,  at  the  Church  i>f 
The  Jlcly   Trinity,  I'pper    J)iirhain,  70  :    St.  James'    Church, 
Sonih  iiurliam,  5"0 ;  St.  Paul's  Church,  L'Avenir.  10. 

The  Church  at  Upjier  Durham  has  the  largest  average,  and 
ihe  ])eo])le  there  deserve  the  most  ju-aise  J'or  attendance  ; 
because  they  always  turn  out  in  fair  nunibei's,  no  matter  how 
Im]  the  weather  ma}'  bo. 

The  attendance  at  Jameson's  scliool-h<>use  has  also  lieen 
very  good,  the  sorvices  there  altogether  very  encouraging. 

Willi  regard  to  Sunday-schools,  ibcrc;  is  uni  as  n)uch  inte- 
rcut f:lt  in  the  mission  as  one  would  like  to  see,  and  it  is 
greatly  to  be  desired  that  parents  liere  could  be  awakened  to 
see  the  immense  importance  of  such  institutions.  It  has  al- 
ways been  found  a  most  ditiicult  thing  to   keep  tlicm   uji  in 
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(lilTicuUics  whioli  ho  liiinsolfmol  with  in  tlii^  I'ospoct  ;  ami 
1  liivvo  fully  iv;ili/AMl  llio.sc  tlillit'ultios  sinco  lie  lefl. 

Tho  Sundjiy-school  of  St.  raul's  Cluu'ch,  L'Avonir,  wliicli 
was  Iccjil  up  llirou;;'li  the  iiutuniu  under  (ho  al)lo  sujicn'iitcn- 
(lenco  of -Ml",  (ieorge  Atkiii.soii,  has  laloly  heon  closed  for  the 
\vinlcr.  After  .several  unsuoce.ssful  nlleiui)t.s  on  my  part 
to  origan i/,0  schools  in  (lie  otlier  two  Chni-ches,  the  nuitlci 
was  ahaniloned  I'm-  (he  ])resen(,  I  have,  ho\vev(!r,  found  a 
]'lan  u]ion  which  to  reorgani/.e  all  three  in  the  si)ring,  and 
by  which  I  hope  to  create  a  greater  interest  in  the  work 
'hroui;h()Ut  the  mission.  Ifthis[)lan  meets  with  success,  a 
better  account  of  .Sunda)'-schools  may  be  given  at  the  end 
of  next  year. 

Some  interest  has  lately  been  awakened  here  with  regard, 
to  a  ])arsonage,  and  it  is  pro])oscd  (o  star(  jireparations  dur- 
ing the  winter  for  the  erection  of  a  building  next  summer, 
but  it  is  ditiicult  as  yet  to  say  what  the  prospects  of  success 
are. 

Since  my  institution  there  have  been  5  baptisms  and  C 
burials. 
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DRUMMONDVH-I-E. 

The  Aii,i,^lican  Parish  of  Drniniaondvillo,  so  far  ns  rcgar-ls 
loinpoials,  has  no  voiy  onconra.i^iMi;;  report  Lo  present.  Our 
iKOiilo,  Uu'i^oly  (U'pctiilin^*  for  their  support  on  the  hnnhor 
biKBinecH,  are  siiH'ering  severely  from  the  stagnation  at  pro- 
Bont  existing  in  that  and  other  hranchcs  of  industry. 

Wo  have  succeeded,  however,  in  clearingotf  the  greater  part 
of  the  debts  which  huve  been  oppressing  us  for  some  time 
\y,ii-'t,  partly  by  moans  of  a  bazaar  and  entertainment. 

We  have  been  enabled  also  to  pay  up  our  arrears  to  t1»o 
Diocesan  Boanl,  with  the  exception  of  u  sum  of  875,  kindly 
roiaittcd  in  consideration  of  circumstances  referred  to  in  my 
hiHt  report. 

J  am  in  hopes  that  wo  shall  bo  able  t)  maintain  our  present 
ijornparativeiy  high  rate  of  assessment,  a  matter  on  which!  liad 
(;iM.-;\sion  last  year  to  express  a  serious  doubt.  The  coming- 
winter,  however,  threatens  to  try  us  very  severely. 

1  may  nieution  furthei',  as  a  cheering  incident  in  our  tiiian- 
•ial  history',  the  gift  of  .iJlOO  to  our  Fiiidowment   Fund  by  Mr. 
James  Duncan,  well  known  as   a   staunch  member  and  gcne- 
rons  helper  of  the  Church. 

'Y]w  l)i'<hop  visited  ns  this  summer,  and  confinned  eij,']it, 
candidates,  a  small  class,  but  oneof  tlu^  most  satisfactory  and 
))i"omising  J  have  ever  presented  tor  tluit  ordinance.

It  will  readily  bo  j)orcoived  by  the  above  tliat  tlicro  never 
has  been  as  much  done  within  the  nussi(;n  any  one  year 
since  I  took  cliari^e  of  it,  now  about  six  years,  and  1  chal- 
len^'o  any  year  to  show  more  acct)m])lisli(Ml  since  it  became 
a  mission,  now  extcndini;'  over  a  ])oriod  sometliinii;  near  a 
half  century,  ;ind  this  in  the  face  not  only  of  bard  times, 
which  are  felt  L;'enorally,  but  a  larij;c  number  (jf  my  C(^n,i;'re- 
gation  were  sadly  alllicled  this  last  summer,  rendering-  tlicni 
quite  incapalile  of  airordin;^'  much  assi.stancu  toward.-.  Church 
in  this  way.  About  the  latter  end  of  July,  when  the  crops 
were  in  full  bloom,  we  were  visited  in  a  place  known  as  the 
Tenth  ]iange,  with  a  tornado,  accomjianicd  with  hailstones, 
jnany  of  which  were  as  largo  as  hen"s   eggs,    which    literally 
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)loii^'lieil  up  the  country  for  miles,  destroying'  cvorythin-< 
oelbro  it,  leavin/j;  ten  of  my  lamilics  almost  in  u  state  of  dos- 
titution  to  face  the  asperities  of  winter.  This  calamity  re- 
sulted in  two  families  leavinij;  the  country  for  parts  west,  and 
to  the  sorer  result  of,  chiefly  loadini,'  to,  tho  closini,'  of  the 
Church  school  in  that  place,  for  some  time  at  least. 

We  have  hern  visiteil  (twice,  I  holieve,)  l»y  our  worthy 
IJural  J)eaii  duriufr  tho  year  which  is  aliout  closin;;;  whoso 
keen  03-0  soon  detects  a  want,  and  his  caTidid  tongue  points 
(lilt  the  same,  which  I  am  i^jlad  to  say,  is  thaiilvfully  attended 
to  hy  my  people. 

Next  summer  wo  ox|)ect  a  visit  from  ourliishop;  mean- 
while I  will  he  occupied  in  prcpi'.riii^  candidates  for  the  rite 
uf  CoMtirm:ition,  concerning  wiiicli  an  account  will  be  given 
you  in  my  next. 

This  re^torl  would  he  incomplete  were  I  not  to  acknow- 
ledge the  Ivindness,  daily  increasing  kindness,  which  I  meet 
with  at  tho  hands  of  my  congregation.  I  cannot  breathe  a 
want  which  is  not  promptly  atte!ided  to,  and  1  know  often  by 
those  who  are  in  many  instances  leaving  their  own  work 
undone  at  their  respective  homes.

In  sciulingyou  a  report  of  tho  state  and  prospects  of  tho 
Ohurch  in  the  Mission  of  George ville,  for  the  year  1875,  1  am 
happy  to   think  that  notwithstanding  tho    many  difliculties 
with  which  we  have  had  to  struggle,  the  Divine  Head  of  tho 
Churcli  has  graciously  blessed  oqr  endeavours   to   a  greater 
extent  than  we  had  darod  to  expect.  Our  Church  debt,  origi- 
nally $IU00,  and  at  tho  beginning  of  this  year  8()00,  is  now,  I 
rejoice  to  say,  reduced  to  tho  comparatively  small  sum  of  $150. 
For  this  mobt  gratifying  result  of  our  cflibrts,  wo  are  chiefly 
indebted  to  oni^  whose  praiso  is  in  all  tho  Churches  of  this  Dio- 
cese, l?obort  Hamilton,  Esquire,  of  Quebec.    That  gentleman, 
in  the  first  instance,  had  promised  to  aid  us  in  tho  purchase 
of  a  parsonage  and  glebo   by  contributing   $!iOO,  to    meet 
Avhich  we  had  raised,  viz  :  $100.    That  project  having  unfortu- 
nately fiiiled,  ho  then  promised  to  give  us  $150  towards  pay- 
ing off  tho  Church  debt,  provided  we  raised  our  collection  to 
^300  before  the  end  of  this   year.     This    is   now   an  accom- 
jilished  fact.     Within   the  last   few  months  that  unfortunate 
debt  which  had  so  long   crippled  all  our  efforts  for  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Mission,  and  depressed  the    spirits  of  all   inte- 
rested in  its  welfare,  has  been  rciuced  to  tho  extent  of  $450, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $150,  as   mentioned    above,   and   some  ' 
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small  arrears  of  interest  due.  Collections  for  this  object  were 
taken  up  in  our  own  Church  on  successive  Sundays,  amongst 
the  inhabitants  of  this  place,  and  the  visitors  who  came 
amongst  us  in  the  summer  season  kindly  assisted  us. 
Amongst  others  who,  in  a  kind  and  generous  spirit,  came  to 
our  aid,  I  would  gratefully  mention  the  Bitshop  of  Xew 
Hampshire,  who  Avhon  present  in  our  Church  commended 
the  Avork  wo  had  in  hand  to  the  consideration  of  all  pi-esent, 
besides  giving  a  liberal  contribution  himself  towards  it.  But 
1  must  not  omit  to  say  that  we  could  not  have  succeeded  so 
well  had  it  not  been  lor  the  generous  and  liberal  citizens  of 
(Quebec,  Three  Eivers  and  Sherbrooke,  who,  notwithstanding 
the  great  commercial  dejjression  which  prevailed,  most  kindly 
responded  to  our  appeal,  thus  enabling  us  to  fulfil  the  condi- 
tions upon  which  Mr.  Hamilton  had  promised  his.donation. 

Nor  has  the  progress  of  the  Mission  been  altogether  of  a 
financial  character.  The  services  of  the  Church  have  been 
regularly  held  throughout  Ihe  year,  and  are  better  attended 
than  they  formerly  were.  The  Hunday-scliool  holds  its  ground, 
and  is  doing,  we  trust,  a  good  work  amongst  the  young. 
The  people  of  the  place  evince  a  greater  interest  in  Church 
matters  and  gi-eater  attachment  to  the  Ciiurch.  Of  this  a  sa- 
tisfactory proof  has  lately  been  given.  The  Diocesan  Board 
having  sent  the  Eev.  J.  Foster  as  a  deputation  to  pro])Oso 
that  Georgeville  should  be  annexed  to  ilagog,  the  Revd. 
gentleman  was  met  by  several  inhabitants  of  this  village, 
who  turned  out  on  a  very  stormy  evening  and  unanimously 
requested  that  they  might  still  be  allowed  to  have  a  resident 
clergyman  amongst  them,  promising  with  equal  unanimity  to 
})rovi(le  him  with  a  residence,  should  their  wish  be  complied 
with.  The  Lord  Bishoj")  of  the  Diocese  favoured  us  again  with 
his  presence,  in  the  month  of  June  lubt,  and  coiilirnied  five 
candidates,  another  having  been  kept  at  home  by  illness.

"With  every  disposition  to  comply  with  the  wish  of  the 
Board,  it  is  yet  not  always  easy  to  compile  an  accurate  and 
interesting  report  of  missionary  work.  The  bare  detail  of  so 
many  services  held,  so  many  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Com- 
juunion,  so  many  pastoral  visits  paid,  and  the  like,  is  to  mo.^l 
people  uninteresting. 

Nor  is  it  easy  to  describe  the  gentle  and  noiseless  growth 
of  si)irituality  which  one  fondly  liopes  God  is  graciously  etfect- 
ing  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  one'.s  people. 

One  event,  however,  has  occurred  within  the  year,  to  us  of 
more  than  ordinary  interest,  and  one  which  we  often  recall 
Avith  pleasure.  I  refer  to  the  welcome  visit  of  the  Bishop 
in  June  last,  when  his  Lordship  administered  the  sacrament 
of  Iloly  Baptism  to  thirteen  adults,  and  the  rito  of  Confirma- 
tion to  ibrty-one.  These  combined  services  formed  one 
deeply  solemn  and  impressive  ;  the  ap])ropriate  and  sweetly 
sung  hymns  and  anthem,  and  the  pretty  floral  decorations 
of  the  church  contributing  to  its  solemnity  and  impi'cssive- 
ness. 

Having  thoroughly  painted  and  otherwise  much  improved 
both  church  edilices  last  year,  little  has  been  left  us  to  do  in 
this  respect  this  year.  In  llatley,  a  small  debt  of  S55  duo 
upon  repairs  has  been  removed;  a  very  handsome  altar 
cloth  ])urchased,  (towards  which  I  have  to  tiiank  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Parker  lor  81"  ;)  the  Church  under-pinned,  and  some 
much  needed  improvements  made  in  the  appearance  of  the 
burial  ground,  for  which  the  community  arc  indebted,  and 
that  not  a  little,  to  Mr.  Fletcher,  tJhurch  Warden.  In  St. 
John's  Church,  Waterville,  mainly  through  the  kindl\'  offices 
of  .Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taige  and  Miss  Parkin,  the  old  harmonium 
has  given  place  to  a  very  sweet-toned  I'^asty  cabinet  organ, 
llie  reduced  jjrice  of  which  was  $],■)(). 

Tlie  ]mblic  services  of  the  church  have  been  as  follows: 
Mveiy  Sund.iy  at  St,  James  Church,  llatlev,  and  at  St  John's 
Church, \\alervilli',  and  on  alternate  Sunday  evenings  at  Ma.>i- 
sawippi  and  the  J}owen  school-house.  In  addition  to  this, 
Ihrougli  the  kind  assistance  ol'  Mr.  Procter,  Principal  of  the 
.vcadeniy,  J  have  been  enableil  to  give  a  fnlnightly  Sunday 
service  in  Barnston.  During  the  last  season  of  Advent,  a 
i.'our-^e  i)f  Fi'iday  evening  lectures  was  given  in  St.  James 
Church,  llatley,  tor  which  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Rev. 
Professor  Roe,  the  Rev.  J.  Dinzey,  ami  the  Rev.  J.  Foster. 

Two  and,  during  part  of  the  summer,  three  Sunday-schools 
have  been  maintained,  with  a  combined  roll  of  about  85,  and 
average  attendance  of  about  50. 
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The  Lord's  Supper  is  administered  monthly  in  either 
Church. 

Baptisms,  14  adults  and  10  infants,  total  24;  confirmed, 
47  ;  marriages,  7 ;  burials,  9.

HEREFORD, 

I  was  licensed  to  the  Mission  of  Barford  and  Hereford  in 
June  last,  and  consequently  have  been  here  but  six  months. 
Congregations  have  been  established  and  regular  services 
hold  in  four  places,  viz :  Dixville,  Stanhope,  Hereford  and 
Perry  boro'. 

Dixville  is  an  incorporated  village  of  about  five  hundred  in- 
habitants, situated  about  half-way  between  Coaticooke  and  the 
boundary  line.  Pcgular  services  were  established  hero  by  the 
'Eev.  J.  Foster,  butafterheleftthcMissionthey  were  held  irre- 
gularly and  the  congregation  became  very  much  disorganized. 
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Here  we  feel  very  much  the  effect  of  "  our  unhappy  divi- 
sions," as  there  are  no  less  than  four  different  congre^  -ions 
trying  to  establish  themselves,  viz:  the  Church,  Methodists, 
Baptists  and  Adventists.  About  twenty-five  families  attend  our 
services,  but  all  are  not  Church  members.  Wo  have  the  names 
of  forty  Sunday-school  scholars  and  three  teachers  on  our 
list.  The  service  is  held  in  the  Good  Templars'  Hall,  of  which 
we  have  a  lease  for  99  years.  We  hope  to  build  or  buy  a 
Parsonage  here  next  summer  with  the  proceeds  of  part  of  the 
land  given  to  this  Mission  by  Miss  Green,  of  Quebec.  The 
thanks  of  the  congregation  are  due  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Mayhew  for  the  gift  of  a  new  surplice  and  stole. 

Stanhope  is  situated  on  the  boundary,  and  with  the  village 
of  Norton  Mills,  just  across  the  line,  contains  four  or  five  hun- 
dred inhabitants.  There  are  about  forty  Protesant  families 
who  have  no  religious  service  but  our  own.  This  I  consider  a 
very  promising  field.  The  people  are  all  anxious  to  have  the 
service  continued,  and  it  has  been  a  source  of  great  regret  to 
me  that  1  could  be  with  them  only  once  a  fortnight.  I 
hope,  however,  with  the  assistance  of  a  Lay  Reader,  to  have 
service  here  and  at  Dixville  every  Sunday.  A  Union  Suu  Jay- 
school  has  been  carried  on  by  Mr.  John  Wright,  an  exemplary 
young  man  whose  parents  are  Baptists.  He  is  ready  to  hand 
it  over  to  us  as  soon  as  we  have  a  weekly  service.  It  is  hoped 
that,  with  the  generous  assistance  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
Norton  Mills,  a  Church  will  be  built  next  summer.  Several 
persons  have  oflered  to  give  the  site,  and  all  will  contribute 
according  to  their  means.  We  have  procured  a  small 
melodeon,  and  the  services  are  generally  well  attended  and 
the  responding  hearty.  The  little  Church  built  by  Dr.  Ward 
is  about  half-way  between  Dixville  and  Stanhope,  and  can 
never  be  used  but  by  one  or  two  families  in  the  immediate 
vicinity. 

At  South  Hereford  the  Church  has  suffered  very  much 
from  the  lack  of  regular  services.  Quite  a  number  have  gone 
to  the  neighbouring  town  of  Canaan,  Vt.,  and  joined  the 
Methodists  or  Congregationalists.  The  little  Church  is  not 
yet  furnished,  but  it  is  warm  and  comfortable,  and  the  rough 
benches  answer  very  well.  The  people  had  lost  nearly  all 
interest  and  began  to  despair  of  ever  seeing  a  clergyman 
again,  and  it  will  be  some  time  before  they  have  confidence 
in  our  being  able  to  hold  the  ground  permanently.  There  are 
twelve  families  who  attend  our  services.  About  thirty  dollars 
have  been  raised  towards  purchasing  an  organ,  and  a  new 
pale  fence  has  been  built  around  the  Church  and  burying- 
ground.  A  Sunday-school  with  about  twenty-five  scholars  was 
carried  on  during  the  summer  by  Mr.  and    Miss  Workman, 
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bnt  has  been  given  up  for  tho  winter.  I  have  no  doubt  thftf 
if  tliey  hud  aclergymsin  stationed  in  their  midst,  the  (•oii<rre. 
gations  would  soon  be  doubled,  as  there  is  plenty  of  grounil 
to  work  upon. 

Perryboro'  is  a  comparatively  new  settlement  in  t!i(> 
Northern  part  of  Hereford,  and  is  distant  from  South  Ifd'e- 
ibrd  titteen  miles.  There  are  about  twenty  I'rotestant 
families  surrounded  by  settlements  of  French.  There  are 
eleven  families  professedly  members  of  our  Church,  and  three 
or  four  others  are  looking  favourably  towards  us.  TIh^ 
Methodists  have  established  u  weekly  service  here  and  have 
a  few  members.  The  people  are  for  the  most  jiart  jtoorand 
have  many  difticulties  to  contend  against,  but  they  are  all 
very  anxious  to  have  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  will 
contribute  according  to  their  means. 

I  have  held  a  number  of  services  on  Hall's  stream, which  is  the 
oldest  settled  and  b}'-  far  the  richest  part  of  Ilerefoi'd.  There 
is  only  one  Church  family,  and  tho  rest  are  Nothingarians, 
Adventists,  Spiritualists  and  Universalists,  and  the}-  are 
occasionally  blest  with  tho  preaching  of  some  itinerant 
evangelist  from  the  neighbouring  republic.  I  am  sure, 
however,  that  if  our  Church  could  only  be  fairly  rejiresenfed 
rnanj'^  would  be  led  to  see  the  beauty  of  her  waj's.  This  can 
only  be  done  by  giving  Hereford  a  clergyman  of  its  own, 
who  will  go  in  and  out  among  them  and  identify  himself 
with  their  best  interests,  both  temporal  and  s])iiMtual. 

On  the  whole  I  feel  veiy  much  encouraged  with  my  work, 
1  have  visited  nearly  every  Protestant  family  in  both  town- 
ships, and  everywhere  liuvo  been  received  with  kindness  and 
hospitality.  But  the  necessary  work  of  tho  Mission  is  more 
than  one  man  can  sui-cessfuUy  accomplish.  The  tield  may  not 
be  in  some  respects  an  importantone,  but  when  one  considers 
the  character  and  condition  of  the  ])eople,  and  the  great  need 
there  is  of  religious'  instruction,  it  certainly  has  a  claim 
(equalled  by  no  other  in  the  Diocese)  upon  the  sympathies  and 
assistance  of  Churchmen.  If  another  man  could  bo  sent,  tho 
whole  tield  would  soon  be  ours,  but  if  we  neglect  to  do  so 
others  will  step  in,  and  we  shall,  1  fear,  be  able  to  maintain  only 
a  sickly  existence,  which  will  bo  no  less  dishonourable  to 
ourselves  than  to  (rod.

Wood,  Esq.,  lay-rcador,  supplying  the  place  of  .Missionary  at 
Trinity  Church. 

The'  work  among  these  congregations  is  carried  on  with 
moderate  suoccss.  is'ecessary  repairs  oi'  (Jhurches,  parsonage, 
&.C.,  carefully  attended  to.  Missionary  addresses  by  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  for  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
(rospel ;  by  Secretary,  Rev.  M,  M.  Fothergill,  for  Church 
Society.  Three  social  festivals  held  for  libraries,  for  lamps, 
and  for  debt  to  Mi-.  Wood,  now  paid  up.  Following  grants 
and  donations  thankfull^^  acknowledged  ;  to  Sociot}'  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  and  Diocesan  Boai'd  for  usual 
grant.

pleasure,  because  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  Mission  during 
the  year.  With  regret,  because  it  is  my  last  report  for  tho 
Mission,  having  left  it  in  October  to  take  charge  of  tho  Parish 

of  Compton. 

It  will  not  bo  a  matter  of  surprise  tliat   I   should   express 

very  great  regret  at  leaving  a  Mission  which  I  had  under  my 
charge  for  more  than  nine  and  a  quarter  3-ears.  I  can  truly 
way,  I  experienced  almost  uninterrupted  ha])piness,  with 
hardly  a  cloud  to  cast  a  shadow — where,  too,  I  had  many  and 
sincere  friends,  and  from  whom  I  experienced  very  great 
kindness  and  consideration. 

In  June  the  Bishop  visited  the  Mission,  and  hold  a  contir- 
mation  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  confirmed  sixteen. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August,  I  had  charge  of  the 
congregation  at  Riviere-du-Loup,  during  which  time  the  ser- 
vices in  Kiiigsey  were  kindly  undertaken  by  several  of  my 
clerical  brethren,  to  whom  I  would  wish  to  otter  my  warmest 
thanks. 

Tho  event  of  chief  interest  during  tho  year  was  tho  erec- 
tion and  consecration  of  a  handsome  Church  in  a  distant  part 
of  the  Mission,  at  Denison's  Mills.  Tho  contract  was  given 
out  late  last  winter,  and  the  building  erected  during  the 
summer,  and  was  consecrated  on  the  2nd  of  October.  There 
was  a  large  gathering  of  the  laity,  and  a  hearty  and  cheering 
service;  a  luncheon  was  provided  by  tho  ladies  of  tho  con- 
gregation at  the  hou.-e  of  Mrs.  Dension.  For  a  long,  long 
time  had  I  talked  of  and  wished  to  .see  a  Church  built  to 
take  the  place  of  the  miserable  school-houso  in  which  I  have 
so  long  held  service,  and  I  had  almost  given  up  any  hopes  of 
seeing  my  wishes  realized,  so  little  encouragement  did  my 
suggestions  receive.  But  when  once  the  idea  was  entertained 
by  the  people,  it  was  ])ushed  through  with  a  hearty  deter- 
mination, not  often  equalled,  seldom  or  over  surpassed.  And 
all  who  had  any  part  in  it  may  well  feel  pleased  at  the  i*esult, 
a  church  well  and  substantially  built  and  thoroughly  well 
appointed,  and  second  to  few  in  the  diocese.  One  thing  is 
wanting  to  make  it  complete  with  the  requisites  for  divine 
offices,  and  that  is  a  set  of  altar  vessels.  I  venture  to  hope 
that  some  one  may  bo  found  willing  and  able  to  make  an 
offering  of  a  set  to  the  Church.  A  word  must  bo  said  about 
the  cost,  and  how  the  money  has  been  raised — complete,  it 
has  cost  about  fourteen  hundred  dollars,  this  includes  really 
liandsome  chancel  furniture,  and  a  furnished  vestiyalso.     Of 
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this  sum,  ono-lialf  was  raisod  by  tho  peoplo  thomsolvos,  $100 
camo  from  tho  Church  Socioty,  and  the  rcmaitklor  i'roin  g(nio- 
rous  friends  in  Quebec  and  Montreah 

Tho  financial  statement  shows  tiiat  a  /i^oodly  amount  lins 
been  raised  in  tho  Mission.  Of  tlie  spiritual  condiliiMi  df  tlio 
Parish  1  do  not  think  it  riglit  to  speak,  one  (tnly  knows  and 
can  judge  of  that,  to  llim  we  shnuld  be  content  to  leuvo  all 
results. 

I  would  allude  briefly  to  tho  retirement  of  Sir  Edmund 
Cox  fron^  the  office  of  Church  Warden,  which  he  held  for  a 
great  nun\ber  of  years,  the  duties  of  which  ofKoe  ho  dis- 
(  barged  with  much  real  self-denial.  It  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  he  was  the  founder  of  the  Church  in  the  Mi'^sion, 
and  has  been  her  main-stay  through  a  long  course  of  years, 
and  I  am  sure  T  am  carrying  out  tho  wishes  of  all  in  the 
Mission  in  taking  this  opportunity  of  alluding  to,  and  thank- 
ing him  for,  his  long  continued  and  unselfish  services. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  menti.on  two  most 
kind  addresses  which  were  given  to  mo  on  leaving  by  the 
different  congregations,  one  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  Denison's  Mills,  accompanied  by  a  purse  of 
^31.00,  the  other  by  the  congregations  of  St.  Paul's  Church 
and  Spoonor's  Pond,  together  with  a  handsome  silver  poclcot 
communion-service.  Often  do  I  look  back  with  pleasure  and 
thankfulness,  and  not  without  regrets,  upon  the  Mission 
Avhich  I  have  left,  and  |)ray  (Jod  that  lie  may  bless  it  in  the 
future,  as  1  humbly  believe  lie  has  done  in  the  past.

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Things  in  this  Mission  may  be  described  as  quiescent.  Wo 
are  very  quiet  indeed.  Everybody  seem  just  now  to  be  well 
satisfied  with  things  as  they  are,  though  I  must  confess  I 
see  ample  room  for  improvement.    We  need  a  fresh  waking 
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\i]).  The  services  have  all  been  kept  up,  as  horotofore,  and  tho 
con'Tcgations  continue  about  the  same  as  when  lastre])orted. 
The'^sick  and  the  whole  have  been  visited,  and  I  am  not  aware 
that  the  ]>eople  have  any  wish  i'ov  a  change,  still  there  is  a  great 
lack  of  interest  in  the  Church  as  "  The  Church,  "  though 
to  myself  personally  all  are  very  well  disposed.  St.  Janies' 
Church,  Leeds,  has  been  under  rejiair  for  more  than  a  year, 
but  the  work  is  still  unfinished  ;  we  expect,  however,  to  com- 
plete all  the  necessary  alteration  <  during  tho  coming  year, 
in  which  we  hope  to  i'^ncludo  a  chancel  formed  out  of  what 
is  now  used  as  tho  Vestry,  and  also  to  dean,  put  in  thorougli 
repair,  and  color  tho  interior  of  the  building.  The  roof  has 
been  new  shingled,  one  side  now  elapboartled,  the  tower  reno- 
vated, and  we  intend  to  jiaint  tlie  exterior  walls,  all  which, 
when  done,  will  make  it  practically  a  new  Church,  for  although 
about  forty  years  old,  tho  timbers  are  just  as  sound  and  good 
now  as  when  first  put  in. 

Last  March  (passion  week)  wo  had  tho  pleasure  of  a 
■^-isit  from  tho  Lord  Bishop  of  tho  Diocese  and  tho  Eural 
Pean,  who  fiivourcd  us  with  missionary  addresses.  Last  month 
his  Lordship  again  visited  us,  holding  confirmation  in  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Kennear's  Mills,  on  the  11th,  and  gave  a 
missionary  address  in  St.  James'  Church,  Leeds,  the  same 
evening,  hoUling  confirmation  in  tho  said  Church,  Sunday, 
December  12th,  the  number  confirmed  being, — St.  Mark's 
Church,  twenty- four,  St.  James'  Church,  twenty -three. 
Broughton  had  to  stand  over  for  the  present. 

The  subscriptions  and  collections  for  the  Church  Society 
amount  to  a  very  respectable  sum,  a  trifio  in  advance  of  last 
year.

Being  caUcd  ii]»on  nftor  a  two  years'  absence  lo  return  to 
Labrador,  1  al  onco  assented.  True,  the  iMi.^sion  has  .some 
ubjcctioiiablo  features,  but  it  lias  also  its  good  onus,  and  it' it 
had  not,  yet  being  so  extensive  and  ini|»ortant,  s(»nie  one  niiM 
i^o  to  lake  ehargo.  Jn  coining  iiere  the  ^lissionai-y  must  Ih' 
aware  that  lie  is  ibilowed  iiy  (he  wisiies  and  ])rayer.s  ol'  Ihr 
whole  ('iiurcli  at  lionio.  I'rohahly  more  interest  is  taken  in 
Labrador  than  in  any  other  Missitjn  of  the  .hioccso  at  tl" 
present  time,  and  much  sympathy  is  leU,  for  the  Missiona. ,, 
so  that  although  alone  in  one  sense  upon  arrival,  he  know^ 
he  is  not  alone.  If  any  were  to  doubt  this,  1  can  warrant  tliiit 
Ids  doubts  would  be  removed  when  he  became  aware  of  tin 
treatment  extended  to  me  on  all  sides,  and  esjiecially  by  my 
brethren  the  clergy.  It  wftuld  be  invidious  1o  single  out 
names,  for  all  acquainted  with  me,  and  many  others  alxi, 
dul  wliatever  lay  in  their  power  to  start  mo  fair. 

1  had  the  advantage  of  meeting  Mr.  Allnatt  and  learnini; 
from  him  the  state  of  the  Mission,  so  that!  was  ])rej)aro(l 
at  onco  to  carry  on  things  as  ho  had  arrangetl.  A  liouso 
frame  had  been  cut  the  previous  winter,  and  accordingly 
having  nothing  to  linish  it  with,  on  arrival  in  (Quebec  1  soli- 
cited lielp  from  dillercnt  frientis,  who,  as  on  all  occasion^, 
showed  themselves  kind  and  generous.  The  necesstny 
amount  was  quickly  raised,  and  a  sur])lus,  which  went  to  tlu' 
purchase  of  a  harmonium,  an  instrument  much  to  be  desired 
for  the  Mission,  both  for  religious  purposes  and  also  for  va- 
riety in  amusements. 

The  seasftn  was  far  advanced  when  we  landed  (Oct.  Stli.) 
but  fortunately  the  autumn  was  very  i)ro})itious,  and  when 
all  became  carpenters  together,  the  house  soon  was  habitaiilc 
Wo  were  so  siluated  that  we  were  obliged  to  take  j)0ssessi()ii 
a  few  weeks  before  it  was  tinished,  and  this  style  of  building  u 
house  and  living  in  it  at  tho  same  time.  I  cannot  recommeml 
to  others,  that  is,  if  they  can  possibly  do  otherwise.  When  tlie 
hammers  ceased  to  be  heard,  my  sister  said  it  seemed  as  it' 
something  wero  wanting,  yet  it  was  a  something  wo  wore  glad 
to  be  without. 

At  the  same  time  that  this  M'ork  was  going  on,  wo  had  to 
turn  attention  to  tho  Chapel  u.sed  by  Mr.  Allnatt,  in  order  to 
tit  it  up  for  a  scliool,  so  that  the  children  might  be  instructed. 
It  is  a  myster}'  to  me  how  ho  anil  Mr.  Butler,  tho  scliool- 
master,  succeodcd  in  passing  the  winter.  1  am  not  delicate  in 
the  least,  but  sleeping  in  it  for  a  fortnight  from  the  middle  of 
October,  gave  me  such  a  cold  that  it  i-equired  all   my  resolu- 


tion to  fight  against  it. 


Then  I  had  to  snatch  a  week  to  "O 
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to  St  AiuMHtino  Rivor  (40  miles,)  for  lumber  to  build  another 
liouse  in"the  summer.  After  arrHn<,'ini,'  tho  work,  started 
home,  rowini,' all  the  way.  That  ni.i-ht  u  very  heavy  frost 
froze  over  th(!  river,  and  my  party  barely  sueeecded  in  get- 
ting away  with  their  cargo,  the  boat  being  badly  cut  into  by 
the  ifle.  When  this  general  business  was  over,  I  settled 
down  comfortably  to  my  projier  work,  and  tho  houso  being 
warm  and  ([uiet,  enjoyed  myself  immensely. 

Following  up  Mr.  A's  plan  we  had  Wednesday  and  Friday 
Evening  and  Saints  Day  Services.  To  him  is  due  all  tho  cre- 
dit of  o7'gani/ing  the  present  system  of  working.  When  ho 
arrived  There  was  no  centre.  Tho  immigration  of  several 
Newfoundland  families  led  him  to  choose  Mutton  May  (now 
called  St.  Clement's)  for  head-quarters,  and  there  we  may 
consider  ourselves  established  and  doing  a  work  something 
like  parish  work  at  home,  only  with  borders  more  extended. 

School  was  opened  November  15tli,  with  twenty-eight 
scholars;  one  sister  took  charge  of  the  teaching  while  tho 
other  cared  Ibr  the  house.  Thus,  (juietly  and  peacefully, 
('hristmas  came  and  New  Year,  and  on  January  l!)th  1  set 
forth  with  dogs  to  Nataskonan,  my  Western  limit,  175  miles 
distant. 

Travelling  was  very  heavy,  and  frequently  we  had  storms,  but 
we  always  succeeded  in  finding  a  house,  and  returned  within 
a  month.  It  was  on  this  trip  that  I  encountered  the  coldest 
<lay  I  ever  remember.  Heard  many  tales  of  frost-bites  after- 
wards. Fortunately  the  road  was  good,  and  my  driver  and 
myself,  considering  we  were  proof,  did  not  like  to  be  beaten, 
so  we  journeyed  on  for  four  miles,  and  then  were  glad 
enough  to  rest  for  the  night. 

On  return  liomo,  I  visited  an  outside  island  five  or  six 
miles  distant,  and  next  day  returning  in  a  blinding  storm  on 
foot,  was  in  imminent  danger  for  a  while,  not  knowing  where 
1  was  and  the  force  of  tho  storm  nearly  suffocating  me.  Life 
is  dear,  and  I  resolutely  faced  it  and  went  for  shore  as  quickly 
as  logs  could  carry  me.  Having  wandered  some  distance  I 
was  three  hours  gaining  the  house. 

]iesting  for  the  Sunclay,  I  ])roceeded  Jlast  to  Red  Bay,  150 
miles,  taking  in  the  Forteau  Mission,  which  has  been  vacant 
lijr  several  3'ears.  In  this  district  the  inhabitants  are  more 
thickly  scattered,  journeys  are  therefore  shorter  and  congre- 
gations larger,  and  work  is  more  satisfactory. 

Good  Friday  and  Kaster  services  in  tho  Forteau  Church 
were  very  interesting,  more  than  a  hundred  people  assem- 
Ming  from  thirty  miles  around.  Contributions  in  this  Mission 
towards  defraying  the  expenses  connected  with  the  erection 
01' a  summer  residence  amounted  to  860.00,  a  very  respecta- 
ble sum  for  a  poor  neighbouring  parish. 
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Koturnod  homo  to  lKm(I(|ii;irterM  hy  tlio  luiddlo  of  April, 
wlioro  I  had  ti  wooU  or  two  to  inysolt'. 

Hcii);^  di.Miippointod  about  oroctiii^  a  siiininer  Iiouko,  two 
i'amilioH  ])ackcd  in  tof^otlior  and  vacated  ono  loi-  us.  Wo  did 
"what  I'opairH  wo  could  in  a  hurry  and  thon  took  poHsoHHion. 
In  {^ood  weather  wo  are  very  coint'orlahle,  hut  when  wind  or 
rain  (ionie  upon  us,  we  cannot  s;iy  the  hanie. 

Tlio  summer  has  boon  avery  trying'  ono.  Aloni^  the  whol(> 
coast,  ti.shery  almost  a  total  I'ailure  to  the  last.  Had  it  not 
boon  that  hcrrin;^  came  in  in  ;,'reat  abundance,  1  do  not 
know  wliat  would  have  hai»penod.  Somo  families,  who  could, 
removed  to  Xowlbundland  in  hopi's  ol' saving  tiicmsidves,  but 
many  others  could  not,  and  nothin;.';  but  .•slurvation  stared 
them  in  tiie  face.  (Certain  ones  are  still  in  u  very  ))()or  condi- 
tion, but  the  timely  assistance  from  homo  in  the  way  of 
clothing  and  flour  will  alleviate  their  sutlerir.<^.  My  apj)eal8 
for  help  were  all  answered  in  a  wonderfid  way,  and  I  have 
now  little  cause  to  borrow  trouble.  I  desire  to  tender  my 
Avarmest  thanks  to  Mr.  William  Price,  M.  P.  P.,  for  his  mo.'*t 
jj;cnerous<fift  of  50  biirrelsof  flour  sent  us  jjor Captain  Stiles,  of 
the  schooner  Vivid  ;  to  the  mothers'  and  daughters'  meetin<:; 
of  St.  Matthew's  and  St.  Peter's,  (Quebec,  and  to.Mrs.  Williams 
and  many  other  kind  friends,  f()r  their  tiiuely  |)resents  of  cloth- 
ing. The  ])apers  and  books  supplied  by  friends  uro  thorougly 
a])preeiatod. 

Tho  boat  purchased  by  Jlr.  Kother^Mll,  in  Quebec,  for  the 
Mission,  and  sentdown  by  Captain  lilais,  in  tho  sprinjjf,  answers 
admirably.  She  is  perfectly  safe  in  almost  any  kind  of 
weather,  and  I  am  now  suiUcienlly  e.\i)ert  as  a  sailor  to  take 
chai'go  and  enjoy  tho  business. 

Measles  distressed  the  shore  last  summer,  as  the  nunibor  of 
deaths  below  can  testily. 

A  sud,  sad  occurrence  took  place  early  this  sprini,^  A  ])oor 
fellow  of  Mcccatina  committed  suicide.  This  was  tho  most 
melancholy  event  J  ever  had  to  deal  with,  and  I  ilo  hope 
never  to  have  any  like  it  ai;ain.  My  JJei^ister  shows,  mar- 
riages ()■  :  baptism  13  ;  dcnfhs  14  ;  exclusive  of  those  in  the 
Porteau  Mission,  which  I  duly  registei-ed.

I  am  hiipjty  to  1)C  able  to  chronicle  im])rovement  in  both 
tho  spiritual  and  temporal  aflairs  of  my  parish  during  the 
past  year. 

With  few  exceptions  tho  Sunday  services  liavo  been 
regularly  maintained  and  well  attended  at  Malbaie,  Corner 
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of  Beach  and   Barachois,  also  a  monthly  service  about  four 
miles  froui  the  Parish  (M.urch 

In  .Inly  wo  had  tho  bonelii  of  a  visit  from  the  Lord  Ihshoi), 
whou'twonty-'wo  candiihilos  received  tho  Apostolic  rite  of 
confirmation,  dl  (d"  whom  oi  tho  same  day  availed  thom- 
rtolvos  of  thoi!  dillor  Christian  privileges,  by  partaking  of  the 

Holy  Communion.  ,      t^-  . 

In  the  evening,  a!  tho  (  xl\  of  tho  Mishop,  a  largo  congre- 
"ation  gathoro.'  logotl. -r,  for  'ho  pirpo-so  of  forming  tho 
tirst  iMi'ssioiiary  mooting  ever  oold  in  this  Parish.  I  trust 
that,  notwith.slunding  tho  iso'-v  x  '  position  of  tho  clergy  in 
(Jaspo,  Ibis  good  oxaini)lo  will  bi-  follow.fd,  and  that  for  tho 
future  Missionary  nio«       '  s  will  bo  he)      -early. 

In  August,  with  tin  iJK>. hop's  consent,  I  visited  Anticosti 
Island,  imd  St.  Johii^,  Land  Point,  Mingan  an-l  Hstiiiimau.v 
Point,  tisbing  stations  on  tho  North  Sboro  of  liu:  muU"  of  St. 
Lawrence.  (Through  tho  kindness  of  James  Collas,  Esq., 
I  obtiiiiiod  a  fi'oo  passage  in  one  t)f  bis  vessels  as  far  as  St. 
John's.)  At  all  the  places  I  recoivod  a  very  hearty  welcome 
and  many  invitations  U>  visit  them  soon  again,  as  those  had 
not  joineil  in  a  Protestant  service  nor  seen  a  clergyman  for 
five  years  before.  Whenever  practicable  I  hold  service.  At 
Esiiuiiuaux  Point,  a  lai-go  village  of  200  families,  there  is  a 
fine  centre  lor  Slissionary  wui-k.  ILro  f  staid  a  week  and 
held  daily  services,  all  woio  well  attonded  ly  both  Ilomanists 
and  Proti-<anls.  At  the  last  service  I  reeoived  six  [)ersons 
into  tiiO  ^'  u-rh,  two  of  whom  had  Usen  i)reviously  baptised 
liv  a  ]^lml.^h  priest.  There  are  several  I'ainilies  still  un- 
bai)ti/-edaL  .Moi>ie  and  Sheldrake;  these,  iitdortunalely,  1  could 
not  vi'^il  on  account  of  the  unfavorable  state  of  tho  weather, 
wilhoiiL  lieiiig  absent  (oo  long  from  my  Parish. 

iiice  my  last  report,  we  have  built  a  new  ehaiu-el,  eighteen 
feet  by  eighteen  feet,  to  the  Parish  Cn>urcb,  and  added  about 
seventy-five    sittings    to    th»;    Chureli    aeeominodation.     We 
owe    our    best   thanks    to    tho   Church  Society  for  its  liberal 
grant  of  81.5  towards  this  much  neiided  improvement.     Two 
new  clianeel  chairs^  atbnt  and  lecttsrn,  all   in   ash  and    black 
walnut,    a    handsome  ebancel  window  of  stained  glass,  new 
carpet  for  chancel  and  matting  for  the  aisle,  and  a  new  altar 
clolli,  have  been  jilaced  in  the  church  at  a  cost  ofa  little  over 
S-H().     Tlie  font  was  tho  gilt   of  John    LotJrosly,    Esq..    onr 
energetic    senior  Church  Warden       Towards    the    rest,    tho 
Ladies'  Aid  Society  ol'  tho  Parish  contributed  $135,  the  ])ro- 
ceeds  ofa  bazaar  held  last  October. 

Last    winter    we    realized    SDU    by    a   concert,    which  wa.s 
devoted  to  tho  chancel  fund. 

Tlu'ough  the  exertions  of  ^[r.  P.  llammon,  who  circulated 
a  subscription  list  for  the  purpcsc,  we  have  obtai"ed  thi-ee 
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.liandclicrs  and  four  bracket  lamps  at  a  costof  f?To.  Wo  can 
now  hold  evening  Bcrvicc  without  being,  as  previously,  iu 
almost  total  darkness.  The  inside  of  the  Church  has  been 
painted  throughout,  and  fitting  arrangements  made  for  hcrt 
ing  it.  Some  repairs  have  yet  to  be  made  on  the  outside  of 
the  building,  which  we  hope  to  accomplish  next  summer. 

The  chapel  at  the  Corner  of  the  Beach  is  now  nearly 
rinished,  and  will  soon  be  tit  for  occupation.  Mr.  Peter 
Vibort  has  defrayed  the  cost  of  the  stoves  for  it. 

The  register  shows  22  baptisms,  9  marriages  and  13  burials. 
The  various  sums  contributed  for  Church  j^urposcs  in  the

From  the  Mission  of  Magog  I  have  nothing  specially 
attractive  to  report ;  though  the  past  year  has  not  gone  by 
without  some  tokens  of  progress  and  encouragement,  as  it 
respects  Church  membership,  and,  I  humbly  hope,  a 
deepening  conviction  of  her  spiritual  life  and  edifying  wor- 
ship in  the  hearts  of  most  who  frequent  her  courts. 

Divine  Service,  morning  and  evening,  has  been  sustained 
with  little  interruption,  and  the  Holy  Communion  month- 
ly, on  all  proper  occasions,  with  apparent  devotional  feeling. 
There  are  sixteen  Communicants  The  Apostolic  rite  of 
'•oniirmation  was  administered  on  the  18th  of  June  to  live 
reci])icnts,  including  one  lately  baptized. 

On  accoujit  of  impaired  ability,  I  felt  constrained  to  resign 
the  charge  of  this  Mission  on  the  1st  of  November,  to  seek  rest 
and  retirement,  at  least  for  a  season.  Prom  the  absence  of 
the  Vestry  book,  I  am  unable  to  report  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  Church.  I  may,  however,  say  that  all  dues  and  demands 
were  fully  settled  up  till,  the  time  of  my  departure.

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.MAGDALENE  ISLANDS. 

Three  months  in  the  Magdalencs  will  restore  health  to  the 
,sick,  vigor  and  elasticity  to  the  most  impaired  constitution, 
and,  in  ftict,  benefit  in  a  thousand  ways  any  whose  good 
fortune  it  is  to  be  stationed  there. 

Unmindful  of  obstacles  (for  the  most  part  anticipated,  lam 
happy  to  say,)  I  drifted  here  about  the  1st  of  June,  and  the 
change  froni  the  dusty  city  and  impure  air  to  that  of  the 
purest,  Avafted  for  miles  over  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence, 
infused  new  life  into  me,  and  I  launched  my  little  baric  in  the 
cause  of  Christ,  to  ferry  souls  to  his  fold. 

I  remember  the  days  which  I  have  spent  in  the  Magdalencs 
as  the  happiest  of  my  life,  and  I  regret  that  dut^-'s  calls  else- 
where deprives  me  of  the  privilege  of  ministering  longer  tc- 
these  simple,  christian  ])eople. 

I  visited  all  the  islands,  viz  :  Amherst,  Entry,  Grindstone. 
Allright,  Grosse  Isle,  Coffin  and  IJrion,  and  nearly  all  the 
people  ;  distributed  four  hundred  tracts,  held  seventy-eight 
services,  besides  tho  short  services  with  confirmation  classes, 
and  buried  two  persons.  The  attendance  at  service  wa> 
always  good. 

The  visit  of  His  Lordship  the  Bishoj)  of  the  Diocese,  and 
Rev.  Professor  Uoe,  was  a  great  source  of  pleasure  and  comfort 
to  the  people. 

They  spent  a  fortnight  on  the  islands,  held  sixteen  service-, 
confirmed  twenty-seven,  baptized  five  children  and  niarried 
two  couples.  Administered  Holy  Communion  four  times,  to 
the  sick  once;  a  goodly  number  was  always  found  at  thi^ 
sacred  feast.  Jtcaders  were  appointed  for  Grosse  Isle,  Entry. 
Grindstone  and  Amherst.  I  established  Sunday-schools  at 
the  two  last-named  places ;  books  for  their  encouragement 
will  be  sent  them  by  Mr.  Koe.

The  Mission  and   Algoma   funds   were   collected   at    the 
missionary  meetings  of  Ilia  Lordship  the  Bishop. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  there  is  a  good  prospect  of  getting  a 
Protestant  Board  of  P^Kamincrs  for  the  Islands.     I  wrote  to 
Dr.  Fortin,  M.  P.  P.,  concerning  ila  necessity,  and  he  not  only

wrote  me  back  favourably,  but  called  on  mo  while  on  the 
jblandw,  and  faithfully  promised  to  intercede  for  us  when  he 
returned  to  Quebec.  John  D.  Tuzo  and  the  resident  mission- 
ary, whoever  he  may  be,  will  form  two  members  of  the  Board. 

The  Parsonage  and  Churches  are  well  cared  for  by  the 
Wardens,  the  ibrmer  has  been  furnished  throughout  by 
Admiral  Coffin.  I  took  an  inventory  of  the  furniture,  and 
found  it  the  same  as  when  Eov.  S.  Riopel  left  it.  There  is  a 
>^li'ongly  built  and  well  litted-out  boat  for  Church  purposes, 
called  the  "  Messenger  of  Truth,"  a  very  suitable  name,  and 
or.c  feels  how  great  the  responsibility  is  that  rests  upon  the 
Missionary,  when  he  reflects  that,  Avhile  being  wafted  from 
island  to  island,  he  is  intrusted  with  the  messages  of  God  to 
his  fellow-beings,  and  that  their  life  and  death,  perhaps, 
depends  upon  him. 

The  boating,  bathing,  fishing,  kc,  are  unsurpassed,  and 
aflord  ample  amusement  for  spare  time. 

A  word  in  behalf  of  the  people  in  closing.  A  more  quiet, 
inoffensive,  harmless,  and  christian  people  I  never  met.  They 
roroivcd  me  kindly,  gave  to  me  the  best  their  homes  could 
atlord,  gladly  assisted  mo  in  everything  I  required  to  be  done, 
:^^)d  forwarded  me  wherever  1  wished  to  go,  thus  endearing 
tlicmselvcs  to  me,  and  I  take  my  leave  of  them  with  a  feel- 
ing of  sadness,  fcai'iiig  that  ere  they  receive  a  pastor  their 
little  flock  will  be  lessoned  hy  the  cold  hand  of  death,  and 
llicy  be  comTielled  to  ]»oribrm  that  saddest  of  services  without

My  report  of  the  Mission  of  Now  Liverpool  for  the  year  I^'T.t 
is  soon  told,  bareiy  two  events  of  any  Parochial  importance 
liaving  happened  in  that  time. 

In  the  month  of  .January  we  had  a  Missionary  meeting  in 
oni'  Churcii,  which  was  a  great  suc'coss,  the  Church  being 
crowded,  the  collection  good,  and  everyone  present  seeming 
[ilcnsed  and  interested.  For  this  result  1  have  to  thank  my 
Lietiii-en,  Messrs.  Fothcrgill,  Sweet  and  Stuart. 

We  have  at  last  secured  a  font  for  our  Church,  a  want  we 
have  been  dojjloring  for  several  years.  We  have  now  a  hand- 
some stone  font,  m;i<le  by  Morgan,  of  Quebec,  which,  for  beaut  \' 
and  design,  will  boar  compai-ison  with  any  font  in  the  diocese. 

All  other  matters  have  gone  on  the  same  as  usual.  Two  or 
three  families,  1  am  sorry  t()  say,  .have  left  the  neighborhood  ; 
we  hope  their  places  will  .soon  be  filled  up. 
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1  enclose  a  financial  statement  of  the  aftairs  of  the  Mission

Thi-i  Mission,  situated  on  the  Bale  des  Chaleurs,  has  beer, 
■..ndor  my  charge  for  the  past  year.  1  will  now  proceed  to 
liiy  beloro  the  Society  a  detailed  I'oport  of  the  Mission  during 
tl.at  period.  ' 

The  two  Churches  are  within  about  four  miles  of  each 
her.  Tlie  head  Church  at  New  Carlisle,  is  in  sad  want  of 
r>-'p:iirs,  Loth  inside  and  outside.  The  pews  are  old-fashioned 
;;i;d  high,  and  not  at  all  suited  or  adapted  to  devotional  our- 
]i!^es— kneeling  being  dilficult.  Soon  after  my  arrival,  a  re- 
^•ilution  ol'a  previous  vestry  meeting  was  carried  into  etl'ect, 
..till  two  hug^N  un-;ighlly  family  pews  were  taken  down  j?nd 
rcjiluced  by  six  new  ones  of  moderate  and  roasonal>lo  dimen- 
~iuns.  1  hope,  during  the  ensuing  year,  to  make  some 
urrangen\ont  by  which  the  service  of  praise  and  worship  may 
1)0  facilitated  ;  and  by  whioli  a  large  number  of  the   poorest 
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.ss  may  f*.;el  that  they  are  not  shut  out  of  the  Lord's  House 
hy  the  pew  system,  which,  1  am  sorry  to  say,  obtains  here. 
1  am  persuaded,  and  never  more  so  than  since  I  have  been 
hcva,  that  the  Church  will  never  hold  her  own,  nor  the  gospel 
i.ie  prtached  to  the  poor,  while  the  rich,  or  those  able  "to  do 
>o,  are  allowed  to  buy  the  privileges  of  tlio  Church  for  them- 
-elvcs.  If  the  Synod  ever  enacts  a  canon,  (and  \\  is  to  be 
^.*)pcd  she  will  soon  do  so)  making  it  a  breach  of  Canon  Law 
lor  Churches  in  the  diocese  to  be  otherwise  than  free,  she  will 
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have  done  much  for  the  spiritual  ■svell-bcing  of  the  Church 
within  her  bounds. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Paspebiac,  is  a  pretty,  convenient 
Church,  and  with  one  or  two  minor  internal  arrangements  iu 
default,  is  all  that  I  could  wish.  The  pews  here  are  certainly 
appropriatcd,  but  the  baneful  cftects  of  the  system  is  not  here 
so  apparent,  as  there  are  sufficient  pews  for  the  ditt'erent 
families  in  connection  with  the  Cliurch.  There  are  not  so 
many  families,  and  none  of  the  extreme  poor  in  Paspebiac, 
as  there  are  in  New  Carlisle. 

One  of  the  first  stops  I  initiated  last  January  was  to  sum- 
mon a  meeting  to  consider  about  the  building  of  a  Parsonage, 
the  want  of  which  had  never  been  experienced  till  now,  as 
the  former  Incumbent  lived  upon  his  own  propert}'.  The 
matter,  I  am  happy  to  report,  was  cordially  and  energetically 
taken  in  hand  ;  the  congregations  arranging  to  provide  rooms 
for  the  clergyman  till  the  house  should  be  built.  A  goori 
site  was  obtained,  about  half-way  between  the  two  Churches, 
containing  about  eighteen  acres,  with  a  good  barn  ready  to 
hand,  which  was  sold  to  us  for  the  moderate  sum  of  $400, 
through  the  kindness  and  liberality  of  Mr.  Daniel  Bisson, 
senior.  We  commenced  the  building  last  spring,  and  we 
hope  to  have  it  finished  early  next  summer.  If  what  reniains 
to  be  done  is  finished  with  as  much  care  and  good  workman- 
ship as  the  earlier  parts,  it  will  make  a  good,  warm  and  con- 
venient house — not  too  large,  a  fault  Avith  many  Parsonages, 
nor  yet  will  it  be  found  too  small,  if  the  Incumbent  fortunately, 
or  unfortunately,  happens  to  be  a  family  man. 

AVe  have  Sunday-schools  in  ojieration  in  co.  nection  with 
both  Churches,  with  a  band  of  devoted  teachers.  These  were 
formerly  only  held  during  the  summer  months,  but  as  the 
disadvantages  to  the  children  of  a  school  interrupted  by  the 
long  winter  months  are  so  great,  I  determined  to  kecji  theiu 
on  during  the  whole  year,  and  have  done  so,  so  far,  without 
any  groat  diminution  of  scholars.  Wo  have  a  good  school- 
room over  the  horse-shod  at  Paspebiac,  and  the  want  of  such 
is  badly  felt  at  New  Carlisle.  The  inconvenience  of  holding 
schools  in  Churches  is  very  great,  the  attention  of  the 
children  cannot  be  fixed,  nor,  indeed  of  the  teachers,  when 
they  are  constantly  being  interrupted  by  the  incoming 
worshippers. 

Wo  made  an  effort,  and  I  am  happy  to  I'oport  not  altogether 
an  unsuccessful  one,  to  re-fence  the  Church-3'ard  of  St. 
Andrew's,  New  Carlisle.  The  parts  adjacent  to  the  roads  are 
now  prot3ctod  by  a  neat  paling  fence,  and  next  spring  we 
hope  to  finish  the  remaining  two  sides.  Mr.  Gavin  Hamilton 
kindly  took  this  in  hand,  and  it  is  mainly  owing  to  his 
exertions  that  so  much  ha«  been  done. 
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We  have  good  harmoniuma  in  both  the  Churches.  A  new 
instrument,  soon  after  my  arrival,  was  phaced  in  St.  Andrew's, 
owin"  to  the  exertions  of  Miss  Eliza  Murison,  who,  with  her 
wonted  kindness  in  Church  matters,  collected  subscriptions 
for  it  among  the  people.  A  choir  has  also  been  started  during 
the  year  at  this  Church,  and  as  much  pains  has  been  talcen 
with  it  by  the  organist,  (the  young  lady  Just  mentioned,)  the 
sino'ing  has  been  considerably  iin])rovcd.  At  our  Easter 
meetin,"-  it  was  unanimously  deciiled  to  present  a  bible  to 
Miss  Murison,  as  a  small  acknowlodgn\ont  on  the  part  of  the 
people  of  her  valuable  services  in  conducting,  during  a  period 
of  nine  years,  the  musical  portion  of  the  service.  We  sub- 
sequently decided  to  exchange  the  two  harmoniums  now  on 
hand,  the  old  and  new  one,  for  a  larger  and  better  instrument, 
upon  which  a  small  debt  still  remains,  but  this  I  trust  will 
soon  bo  liquidated. 

AVe  have  provided  St.  Peter's,  Paspebiac,  with  four  new 
three-branched  chandeliers,  which  give  us,  vvbat  wo  had  not 
before,  sufficient  light  for  our  week-day  evening  services. 
I  began  these  last  Lent  at  both  Churches,  and  with  gi'eat  suc- 
cess, so  far  as  good  attendance  can  be  taken  as  such.  I  wish 
I  could  speak  of  success  in  another  way,  but  cannot  do  so  ; 
however,  we  must  work  on  in  faith,  planting  and  watering, 
and  leaving  the  increase  to  God.  These  lenten  services  were 
given  under  great  difficulties  at  New  Carlisle.  As  there  was  no 
provision  there  for  proper  lighting,  the  few  lights  improvised 
for  the  occasion  being  just  sufficient  to  make  darkness  visible. 
This  induced  me  to  make  an  eti'ort  to  provide  the  Church  with 
proper  lamp?',  and  by  the  kind  assistance  of  many  friends,  I 
was  able  to  give  a  concert  with  that  object  in  view,  Avhich  was 
a  great  success,  and  provided  us  with  wiiat  we  wanted.  I 
propose  holding  alternate  services  between  the  two  missions 
one  evening  during  the  week  throughout  the  winter,  making 
them  weekly  during  such  seasons  as  Advent  and  Lent. 

In  the  summer  we  were  cheered  by  the  presence  of  the 
Bishop,  accompanied  by  his  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  Professor 
]{oe,  who  came  among  us  on  a  confirmation  tour.  Our 
conlirmation  Sunday  was  a  happy  day  for  us  all,  and  one 
wliich  I  trust,  wmU  ever  be  remembered  by  those  who 
then  renewed  before  God  and  the  congregation  their  bap- 
tismal vo\;s,  .nd  wore  ])laced  in  possession  of  their  full 
])rivileges  as  members  of  the  Cliurch.  Seventy-five  were 
f'ontirmed.  Some  ofthese  have  become  communicants,  butyet 
1  am  sorely  vexed  by  the  few,  not  only  of  the  newly-con- 
tirmed,  but  of  others  also,  who  fulfil  not  the  commaiul  of  their 
dying  Saviour.  The  ir(;ly  Communion  is  only  irregularly 
attended  by  some,  never  by  others.  I  have  tried  faithfully  to 
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set  the  holy  ordinance  before  them  in  its  true  lijijht,  ana  I'  am 
happy  to  say  not  without  eftbct.  Many  have  had  difticultic-' 
removed,  and  otlier.s  have  been  enabled  to  overcome  \n\^- 
Judices  of  long  standing;  and  I  have  locked  within  my  own 
breast  instances  of  repentant  and  awakened  sinners,  under- 
going real,  heart-searching  preparation  for  the  blessed  sacni- 
ment.  These  are  signs  that  I  long  for,  and  without  these,  all 
else  is  nothing  to  mo.  If  spared  till  Lent,  I  hope  to  start  ;•. 
communicant  class  in  preparation  for  Easter. 

We  had  two  very  hearty  Missionary  meetings  during  tlic 
Bishop's  stay,  a  novelty  to  many  of  my  people,  the  result-- 
of  which,  in  a  pecuniary  way,  will  be  seen  in  my  hnanci;i!. 
statement. 

I  have  nothing  more  of  interest  to  report.  It  would,  lu>vv- 
eve,  ..0  gross  injustice  on  my  ])art  to  close  this  iO])ort  with- 
out bearing  witness  to  the  faithful  services  rendered  tlu' 
Mission  by  the  late  Incumbent,  the  Rev.Cfeo.  Milne,  who  IV»r 
a  period  of  thirty-three  years,  with  untiring  energy,  contente  ! 
M'ith  the  vineyard  allotted  him  by  (iod,  watched  over  the 
interest  of  the  Church  in  these  ]»arts.  ilis  labours  were  re- 
cognized at  our  Easter  meetings,  and  an  address  was  prosentc! 
him  by  both  congregations,  expressive  of  their  love  toward^ 
him,  and  of  their  regi'ct  that  the  infirmities  of  age  rendered 
his  resignation  of  the  Incumbency  unavoidable. 

I  have  not  had  the  heart  to  make  any  special  ajijieal  to  Ih.^ 
individuals  of  the  congregations  in  behalf  of  your  Society,  for 
the  people  have  now  much  on  hand,  and  have  hcroicall\ 
expressed  a  wish,  if  possible,  to  erect  the  Parsonage  withoul 
appealing  to  the  Society  for  aid.  What  they  would  give  now, 
would  simply  bo  taken  from  the  Parsonage  Fund,  and  render 
such  an  appeal  inevitable,  »so  that  the  Society  (sui)posini;- 
our  appeal  was  granted,)  would  not  be  bettered  in  the  end. 
The  fisheries  this  year  have  not  been  the  best,  and,  oven  it; 
this  Ultima  Thule,  we  feel  the  eftects  of  the  btagnation  cf 
trade  elsewhere  visible. 

My  register  for  the  year  marks, — baptisms,  31  ;  marriages, 
5;   burials,  9.

By  way  of  a  Postscript,  I  should  like  to  say  a  word 
with  reference  to  the  Mission  of  Shigawake.  For  the 
whole  year  the  people  comprised  in  the  three  Congre- 
gations of  Shigawake,  Port  Daniel,  and  L'Anse-aux-Gascons, 
have  been  without  a  resident  clergyman.  I  have  done 
what  I  could  for  them,  so  far  as  my  duty  to  my  own 
people  would  permit,  generally  giving  a  service  through- 
out the  Mission  every  fourth  Sunday.  The  extra  trouble 
and  consequent  long  drives  which  this  has  entailed  upon 
me,  have  been  more  than  amply  repaid  by  the  hearty 
way  with  which  the  people  appreciate  the  presence  of  a 
minister  among  them.  1  trust  God  will  soon  raise  up  a 
good,  strong  and  zealous  clergyman  for  this  Mission.  There 
is  much  to  do  there,  and  much  to  encourage  one.  Mr.  Grier, 
(a  divinity  student  of  Bishop's  College,)  worked  very  hai*d, 
and  with  much  acceptance  in  the  Mission  as  a  lay-reader 
during  the  summer  vacation.  By  his  exertions  a  now  carpet 
was  provided  for  the  Church  floor  of  Port  Daniel  Church,  an 
well  as  a  considerable  sum  collected  towards  the  proposed 
Bpire  for  the  Church  at  Shigawake.  Of  L'Anse-aux-Ga3C0fL 
I  am  happy  to  report  very  favourably.  There  are  only  about 
half  a  dozen  families  or  so  here,  but  they  have  worked  nobly, 
thanks  to  the  perseverance  of  Mr.  Acteson,  in  finishing  their 
little  Church  sufficiently  for  divine  service,  and  managed  to 
do  so  in  time  for  the  confirmation  in  the  ."^ummer,  when  a. 
very  liappy  and  hearty  service  was  held  within  its  walls. 
While  writing  this  I  am  away  from  the  Church  Wardens, 
and  so  cannot  furnish  the  Society  with  their  financial  state- 
ment. 

All  I  have  to  report  of  Hopctown,  which  has  now  been 
joined  to  my  own  Mission,  I  can  say  in  one  word,  and  that 
word  is  Ichabod !

:;bout  my  work  during  the  past  year.  Wo  huvo  felt  the  gonc- 
rjil  tloprcssion  of  business,  jind  liopes  of  future  prosperity  to 
bo  lirought  on  by  the  coribtruction  of  the  North  Shore  Rail- 
way, have  been  so  far  disappointotl.  7\gain  in  the  present 
year  some  past  niisnianagcment  in  scliool  afVaii-s  was  dis- 
vovered,  and  Church  atlairs  have  sutl'ercd  therefrom  ;  but  yet 
I  believe  the  work  of  the  past  year  has  not  boon  in  vain.  TIk; 
j-orvicos  in  the  Church  have  improved,  and  in  the  viMage  we 
now  have  a  hii'ge  room  well  tilled  with  a  congregation  who 
I'ospoud  lairly  in  the  services,  sing  heartily,  and  ajiparently 
take  more  interest  in  what  ]iertains  to  religion,  and  I  hope 
tiiat  this  increase  of  outward  zeal  and  interest  is  but  thi; 
token  of  more  life  within. 

During  last  Avinter  1  was  sent  for  to  visit  a  woman  who 
was  said  to  bo  dying  at  Ste.  ( reive vievo  do  Eatiscan,  thirty 
lailos  from  this.  I  went,  and  have  been  several  times  since  to 
hold  Divino  Service  for  the  few  Protestants  who  are  there. 

J  am  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  John  Ford,  of  this  place,  for 
aid  in  the  Sunday-school  in  the  village,  as  well  as  to  Hichard 
Newton,  whilst  he  was  in  charge  of  tlio  day-school.

ST.    SYLVESTER. 
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The  Mission  of  St,  Sylvester  is,  with  the  exception  of 
Labrador,  and  the  Magdalen  Islands,  and  tlie  district  recently 
assigneil  to  travelling  .Missionary,  the  most  extensive  i'l  the 
diocese.     There  are  seven  stations  where  divine  service  is 
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held  -St.  Sylvester,  St.  CJilcs,  St.]Mnr<,'aret'9,  St.  Patrick's,  St. 
Mary  H,  Cumberland  Mills  and  St.  (rcorgo't*,— besides  which 
the  Missionary  visits  some  settlers  in  Jersey  county,  on  the 
Kennebec  Koad,  who  live  not  loss  than  ninety  miles  from  his 
own  house.  The  English  i)0inilation  of  this  large  district  is 
small,  scattered,  and  decmising. 

[n  St.  Margaret's,  the  Eev.  W.  King  reports  eight  Cliurcli 
families  ainf  four  other  families,  who  do  not  belong  to  the 
Church,  but  attend  its  services  ;  together  with  four  families 
IVom  the  neighbouring  Parish  of  St.  Catherine,  who  show 
their  apiircciatlon  of' the  opjiortunity  of  common  worship 
by  the  hard  travelling  through  the  mrmntainous  country  thc}- 
endure  in  order  to  participate  in  it.  So  appreciative  indeed 
are  all  in  this  congregation,  that  the  Missionary,  when  he  has 
overcome  the  difticulties  of  the  road,  never  fails  to  find  in  the 
heartiness  of  their  worship  a  refreshment  for  his  own  soul. 

At  St.  Patrick's,  which  is  within  a  few  miles  of  the  Mis- 
siimary's  residence,  he  is  able  to  give  a  service  every  Sunday 
when  not  upon  his  tour  to  the  remote  parts  of  the  Missioii, 
but  ho  is  not  much  encouraged  in  this  part  of  his  work. 
There  are  six  families,  or  parts  of  families;  no  schools.  At- 
tendance at  Church,  from  four  to  ten  persons. 

At  St.  Mary's  there  is  only  one  family;  but  tho  Missionary 
must  needs  pass  their  door  on  his  way  up  the  Chaudiere,  and  in 
110  part  of  his  Mission  does  ho  find  a  warmer  welcome,  or  a 
heartier  worship. 

Cumberland  Mills  lie  six  miles  oft'  tho  main  road,  not  for 
from  the  gold  diggings.  Tho  mills  have  long  since  gone  to 
decay,  but  there  are  still  twelve  families  who  are  visited 
whenever  Mr.  King  passes  to  St.  George's,  which  is  tho 
furthest  station  or  centre  in  this  direction,  though  tho  Mis- 
sionary penetrates  for  some  miles  beyond. 

jReturning  now  to  St.  Sylvester — in  families  of  English  origin 
and  creed  tho  most  populous  part  of  tho  Mission, — Mr.  King 
reports  tho  gradual  diminution  of  their  numbers.  Three 
families  have  sold  out  this  winter,  and  are  leaving  in  tho 
spring.  Two  loading  members  of  the  congi'ogation  have  been 
removed  by  death. 

There  are  two  day  schools,  and  a  Sunday-school. 

St.  Giles'  is  served  on  Sunday  with  St.  Sylvester.  Tho 
congregation  is  small  and  scattered  ;  but  they  assemble.  Tho 
children  are  catechized  each  Sunday,  during  divine  service. 

Summaries  like  the  foregoing,  however  useful,  are  apt  to 
be  a  little  dry;  and,  in  their  unavoidable  generality  of  state- 
ment, to  conceal  not  a  little  of  their  signiticancj.  The  fol- 
lowing extract  from  a  private  letter  is,  therefore  added,  in 
the  belief  that,  whilst  possessing  in  itself  tljp  interest  of  per- 
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ponal   iidvcnltiro,    it   will  also  tln-ow  back-  upon  the  previous 
recital  sonio  ot'tlio  ,su;^'i;t'stivo  li;j;li(.  oj' circuinstaiico  : 

'•  Oil  the  last  (lay  (•I'thu  New  N'ear,  "  writes  Mr.  Iviiig,  vvIk. 
is  u  man  oversoventy,  •'  I  visited  St.  (Jilos;  exaniinedsdiot'l. 
visited  the  sicU,  administered  the  Holy  Sacrament  to  an  a^i.^i 
<-hiUl  of  the  C'hureh,  and  then  hastened  to  the  place  where  I 
was  to  s]»ond  (ho  night. 

"The  New  Year  hroko  upon  us,  nnda  mighty  rushing  floo.i 
Jiad  surrounded  the  house.  J)ivine  service  was  appointed, 
and  I  in  the  inunediato  neighbourhood  <>f  the  Church,  unable 
to  get  there. 

'•  It  was  no!  until  Sunday  morning,  when  I  should  liave  bcei 
at  St.  Sylvester,  that  I  could  leave  the  spot  where  I  wa> 
hemn\ed  in  T  then  made  a  niovi',  but  was  soon  stopped  by 
the  iloating  'e.  Two  young  men  saw  me  in  this  condiliiii. 
and  came  running  to  my  help.  J  had  to  leave  my  horse  :(nd 
cross  the  river  in  a  boat.  I  liad  service  iu  the  aiternooik  at 
Mr.  Letebvre'>,  w  hen  about  twenty  were  ])resi'nt.  I  could 
not  rcac  h  home  until  the  Iburth  day,  and  (hen  had  to  leave  my 
hor.so  behind  me,  and  at  the  clo.so  of  the  iourney  walk  three 
lonff  miles."

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Tlio  present  year  lias  t)oc'n  in  some  rospocts,  an  eventful 
ono  with  us.  In  |K'(-iiniary  mattorH,  I  think  some  advance 
has  hcon  mntlo,  not  in  the  actual  sums  raised  for  the  various 
oi.iocts,  for  in  some  eases,  owin-,'  to  the  strini^eney  of  the 
times,  these  have  fallen  ^hort  of  last  year's,  hut  in  a  spirit  of 
incroasod  liherality  and  in  a  true  grasp  of  the  great  principle 
that  underlies  •giving. 

But  apart  from  this,  two  events  servo  to  put  a  dehnite  mark 
upon  the  prohont  year.  First,  the  holding  of  an  Ordination 
in  Christ  Uhuvch,  on  Trinity  Sunday,  when  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  admitted  to  Holy  Orders  two  eandidalos  for  the 
Diaconate,  and  four  for  the  I'riesthood.  Secondly,  the  re- 
moval of  the  last  remnants  of  a  long-standing  Church  deht, 
Hud  the  suhse(|uent  consecration  of  our  Church  lo  the  service 

of  God. 

The  ordination  derived  a  peculiar  interest  and  solemnity 
from  the  fact  of  its  heing  the  tirst  ever  held  in  this  neighbour- 
hood, its  dignity  unil  im])ro8sivencs9  were  not  soon  to  be 
forgotten. 

On  the  Ifith  of  June,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  iield  a  Con- 
firmation in  our  Church,  administering  the  rite  to  thirteen 
]tersons,  all  of  whom,  1  am  thankful  to  say,  have  presented 
themselves  at  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  Lord. 

Tlie  attendance  at  public  worship  has  not  varied  materially 
since  last  year.  The  number  of  regular  communicants  has 
increased  from  about  eighteen  to  twenty-fivo. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  I  have  administered  the  sacra- 
ment of  baptism  to  twenty-two  persons,  ten  of  whom  were 
adults.  The  number  of  burials  for  the  same  period  is  eight, 
and  of  marriages,  two. 

Our  morning  and  evening  services  have  been  kept  up 
during  the  year,  and  the  Sunday-school,  after  morning  prayer, 
is  doing  well. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  labours,  I  have  sought  employ- 
ment in  the  neighbouring  settlements  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

Holland  has  received  occasional  visits  and  services,  though 
the  interest  in  Church  work  here  is  very  slight. 

For  some  months,  I  have  been  holding  a  fortnightly  service 
at  Libby's  mills,  a  small  settlement  and  flag  station  on  the 
Passumpsic  Kailroad,  some  seven  miles  from  Stanstead 
Plain.  Though  there  are  but  ono  or  two  Church  people  in  the 
vicinity  'o  give  me  support,  the  services  have  been  fairly 
attended,  and  the  worship  is  gradually  increasing  in 
heartiness.  By  patient  perseverance,  I  think  the  Church 
may  eventually  be  established  in  this  new  ground. 

At  New  Boston  also,  I  have  for  some  time  held  a  monthly 
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service;  and  the  people,  thou^li  in  iiinny  cuseH  very  poor  niul 
Woi^rmied,  are,  without  exception,  hearty  and  appreciative,  i 
trust  and  believe  my  labours  anionic  them  will  not  bo  thrown 
away. 

The  actual  )»roi,'ress  made  in  these  out-wtations  has  not 
lioeii  i;reaL  indeed,  I  hardly  dare  say,  as  yet,  that  a  hef^innin;,' 
has  been  made  in  them,  but  eonsideriiiu;  that  tor  miles  aroutul 
us  the  jieople  know  positively  nothiny;  <»t'  the  Church'-' 
.system  and  of  the  inner  beauties  and  pcrlections  of  h(>r 
services,  nay,  that  in  many  cases  they  are  stronj^ly  ])rejudici'(| 
anainst  her  as  formal  if  not  worse.  I  am  satisfied,  and  mean 
til  [tcrsevere. 

Tlu)  improvements  mentioned  in  my  last  report  as  beino- 
otVec'ted  upon  our  (.'hurch  have  proved  (juite  satisfactory,  yel 
jnuch  remains  to  bo  done. 

We  are  busy  at  present  buildint;  a  shed  for  horses,  which 
in  a  climate  liUo  ours,  is  almost  a  necessity,  if  peoj)le  from  a 
distance  are  to  attend  Church. 

A  new  furnace  is  aKo  in  course  of  construction,  the  old  one 
having  proved  itself  utterly  worthless.  Hoth  these  projects. 
Avhich  are  to  cost  about  SlUO  each,  will,  wo  hope,  be  completed 
and  paid  for  by  the  close  of  the  3'ear. 

What  gives  me  most  satisfaction  and  tills  me  with  thaid\- 
fulness  to  God,  is  the  evidently  earnest,  and,  I  think,  tho  in- 
creasini^  devotedness  and  piety  of  some  amoni^  us.  I  pray 
( Jod  that  in  tho  comini^-  year  his  Holy  Sjiirit  may  not  only 
deepen  the  life  he  has  already  imparted,  but  through  it  may 
quicken  many  who  are  as  yet  inditl'erent  or  wavering,  that  our 
Church  with  her  services  and  ceremonies  may  be  not  herself 
an  end,  but  an  etfectual  and  lively  means  of  gloritying  God 
and  saving  souls. 

I  give  the  following  as  an  approximation  rather  than  a 
correct  account  of  our  year's  collections.  Tho  expenses  of  tho 
Church,  which  cannot  yet  be  made  up,  are  to  bo  added.

As  we  are  now  approaching  the  close  of  the  year,  it  be- 
comes my  duty  once  more  to  submit  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition and  prosi)ects  of  my  cure.    But  before  I  enter  upon  it, 
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perhaps  T  will  be  pardoned  in  making  sonic  personal  remarks, 
oearinij;  on  my  connection  with  the  Mission. 

Jn  June  last,  with  the  coneontof  the  Jiishop,  I  resigned  this 
Mission,  and  was  appointed  to  that  of  Stoneham.  There  I 
continued  but  three  months,  for  failing  to  secure  the  advan- 
tages to  my  family  which  I  expected,  and  which  were  my  only 
motives  for  a  cliange,  and  learning  that  the  congregations 
here  were  desirous  of  my  return,  and  that  the  Mission 
wan  still  vacant,  I  made  application  to  be  permitted 
to  do  so,  and  my  request  was  most  kindly  granted  hy  his 
rj0rdshi]>  the  Bishop.  Accordingly  in  the  latter  end  uf 
October,  T  retraced  my  steps,  having  been  just  four  months 
absent,  and  entered  once  more  on  my  duties  as  Missionary 
■n  Sandy  J3each. 

The  year,  like  so  many  that  have  jireccdcd  it,  has,  through 
mercy,  been  calm,  tranquil  and  uneventful,  and  the  Mission 
is  going  forward  in  silent,  yet  eifective  growth  ;  in  which 
there  is  indeed  nothing  striking  to  engage  the  attention  of 
those  at  a  distance,  yet  is  there  sure  advancement  made. 

There  is  hut  One  who  seeth  the  heart  and  can  speak 
ns!?nredly  of  the  spiritual  state  of  men.  We  can  but  judge 
from  outward  appearance;  taking  Lhat  as  a  mark  and  a  test, 
there  is  some  progress  being  made  among  us  in  the  divine 
life.  The  services  of  the  Church  have  been  regularly  hold 
;\nd  well  attended  ;  the  gospel  of  the  Orace  of  God  has  been 
statedly  sinnounced  to  attentive  ears,  and  we  are  warranted 
to  hope  and  believe  that  the  word  will  not,  and  cannot,  be  in 
vain. 

Last  winter  a  most  energetic  ellbrt  was  made  by  this  con- 
gregation to  improve  that  important  part  of  Christian  wor- 
ship, the  ])s:ilinody,  by  jirocuringa  better  and  more  powerful 
musical  instrument  than  the  small  melodeon  which  they 
y>ossesscd.  For  this  end  the  exertions  of  tl'j  ladies  of  the

Tliey  worked  hard  in  preparing  a 
tea-meeting,  and  in  organizing  and  jM'rfecting  a  concert,  the 
jirocceds  from  which,  aided  by  what  was  gained  by  a  t\'W 
j)enny  i-eadings;  the  sale  of  the  olil  instrument,  and  a  sub- 
scri2:)tion  paper,  enabled  them  to  comj)lete  their  object.  8') 
r.ow  our  Church  is  in  possession  of  an  excellent  reed  organ, 
ix)ught  for  81^7,  an  ornament  to  the  building  ami  :i  proof 
of  what  a  determineil,  zealous  effort  can  do. 

Wo  have  our  sorrows  too,  as  well  as  our  suecesst  s.  One 
i'.xf'ellent  young  person,  a  member  of  our  choir,  and  a  regular 
'•ommunicant,  Miss  Margaret  Patterson,  ha.>  l)een  called  by 
the  Master  from  assisting  in  singing  his  praises  in  His  earthly 
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temple,  to  join  in  the  song  of  "Holy,  hol}^  holy,"  that  ceaso- 
]c^sly  ri'^es  to  His  glory  in  the  temple  above.  Her  end  was 
peace,  and  from  sdiarp  and  long  continued  sufterings,  borne 
with  quiet  resignation  and  unshaken  trust  in  her  Heavenly 
Kathci',  she  entered  into  the  perfect  peace  of  Jesus.

AVo  took  pos.se.ssion  on  the  9th  of  June,  and  here  I  take  the 
opportunity  of  thanking  all  those  who  so  kindly  and  willing- 
ly carted  my  household  ett'ects  without  damage,  and  free  of 
charge. 

Also  I  would  give  expression  to  my  gratitude  to  those  who 
wished  us  "  good  luck  and  health  to  enjoy  our  new  house." 
and  backed  up  the  wish  with  something  to  go  on  with,  till 
Ave  should  be  a  little  bit  settled.  I  am  happy  to  state  that 
the  tokens  of  good-will  did  not  cease  here. 

Our  best  thanks  are  due  to  R.  J.  Iloss,  Esq.,  P.  L.  S.,  for 
gratuitous  services,  surveying,  and  writing  out  a  description 
of  the  property  to  be  incorporated  with  the  deed. 

I  am  also  under  great  obligations  to  Miss  J'oss  for  her 
kind  aid  in  getting  subscriptions  for  the  Cnurch  Society,  and 
Clirist7.-.as  tree.  J  may  mention  that  all  the  new  names  ou 
the  society's  list  are  due  to  this  lady's  energ}'  and  zeal. 

Another  indefatigable  collector.  Miss  Mary  Ann  Bartho- 
lomew, deserves  honourable  mention  for  her  cheerful  and 
willing  services,  actin,"-  out  a  wish  to  bo  useful  in  the 
Mission.  Well  would  it  be  if  more  in  our  country  Mission.-? 
understood  the  greatness  and  true  nobleness  of  being  useful. 

In  July  a  stable  15  by  25  was  commenced  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  your  Missionaiy's  horse,  v/agon,  &c.,  but  the  snow 
coming  so  very  early  this  year,  caused  us  to  8usi)end  for  a 
time  our  energetic  efforts  towards  completing  it.

The  stations  which  are  now  served  from  Bishop's  College 
are  (.Vipelnui,  .Mill)y,  \loulton  Hill,  Ascot  Corner  ami  Sand- 
liill.  For  the  tirst  two  of  these  I  have  no  responsibility, 
Capelton  being  in  the  'xclusive  charge  of  the  Reverend  l*ro- 
fes+or  Tambs,  and  t'o  lioctor  of  Lennoxville,  in  person, 
taking  the  oversigl  l  of  Mil  by. 

At  Moulton  Hill,  the  service  and  Sunday-scliool  were  con- 
ducted l)y  Mr.  (now  the  Reverend)  G.  T.  Harding,  down  to 
IViiiity  Sundivy  last,  wheii  he  was  ordained  to  the  cliarire  of 
:ho  (^hiarantinc  Station.  Mr,  Harding's  work  at  Moulton 
Jlill  w;i.s  marked  by  earnest  zeal  and  (piiet  persistency,  and 
ioilowed  by  v(>ry  marked  results  for  good.  His  loving 
f-yn^palhy  with  the  ))co])lo  among  whom  he  laboured,  having 
won  him  the  hearts  of  all,  both  old  and  young,  and  the  visible 
Jesuits  of  his  two  year's  labour  of  love  on  Moultondlill,  during 
)iis  hours  of  recreation  from  studj-,  were  the  l>al)ti^m  of  eight 
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Jidults,  twelve  candidates  presented  for  confirmation,  and  the 
addition  af  twelve  communicants,  and  of  boveral  families  a-^ 
regular  attendants  at  the  Parish  Church.  These  results  were 
accomplished  by  diligent  house  to  house  visiting,  and  by 
i-egular  weekly  chisses  for  singing,  study  of  the  bible,  coii- 
tirmation,  &c.,  besides  the  regular  Suntiay  service  and  Sunday- 
school.  A  three  days  Mission  on  the  Hill  in  the  early  part 
of  the  wintei',  made  a  deep  and  lasting  impression  upon  the 
neighbourhood.  Mr.  Harding  handed  on  his  work  to  his 
coailjutor,  Mr.  Alfred  Lee,  divinity  student  of  the  diocese  of 
Montreal,  who  has  since  been  joined  in  it  by  Mr.  Robert 
Colston,  of  the  diocese  of  (Quebec. 

To  xVscot  Corner  I  gave  all  my  own  Sunday'  mornings  for 
rather  niore  than  twelve  months,  beginning  with  October  Ist, 
1874.  During  my  absence  for  the  midsummer  vacation, 
however,  this  station  was  indebted  to  the  llev.  Eural  Dean 
Eeid  for  a  fortnightly  service.  With  that  exception,  morn- 
ing service  and  Sunday-school  have  been  kept  up  regularly 
ever_y  Sunday.  The  congregation  has  been  i'roin  the  first 
steadily  on  the  increase,  the  average  now  being  about  sixty. 
The  singing  and  res])Oiiding  are  very  liearty.  We  have,  J 
think,  gained  the  good  will  of  the  entire  community,  and  our 
work  here  neetl  no  longer  be  considered  as  tentative.  Tin; 
Sunday-school  is  doing  a  good  work.  On  the  25th  day  ot 
June  last,  a  very  jdeasant  Sunday-school  ])ic-nic  was  held  in 
Mr.  Lancelot  Storey's  grove,  and  on  the  same  ('.sv  the  lijiin- 
dation-stonc  of  a  Cliurch  was  laid  by  the  liuiui  Dean.  Mr. 
Eeid  has  always  manifested  a  warm  interest  in  Ascot  Corner, 
and  has  helped  on  the  building  of  the  Church  of  which  he  lai'l 
the  fi.rst  stone,  not  only  by  a  liberal  contri'hutioij,  but  I)y  many 
a  .vord  of  cheerful  encouragement  s]>okeu  to  the  people  as  he 
chanced  to  meet  them  in  Shcrbrooke.  The  Church  is  tii^t 
])rogressing  towards  conii)letion,  and  wo  hope  to  occu])y  it 
early  in  the  year.  It  will  cost  about  81,20(1,  of  this  sum  (lie 
]ieople  on  the  sjtot  conti'ibuto  S400 ;  Shcrbrooke  ChurcL 
]ieople,  ever  cheerfully  generous  in  giving,  S-'OO  ;  Lcnnoxvil!(' 
and  Quebec,  so  far,  res]iectivel\'  3')0  and  §:{r)0  ;  and  for  the 
I'emaindei'  J  am  resjtonsible.  The  Chiii-cli  is  ''uill  u]ioii  ;t 
valuable  village  lot,  one  acre  in  extent,  bcaulifiilly  situatfu. 
fronting  upon  two  roads,  and  containing  enough  land  to  fovM 
a  site  f(jr  a  Parsonage  at  some  future  day.  The  lot  was  llic 
generous  gift  of  Mr.  Alfred  Stacey. 

Six  week's  ago,  my  services  l)cing  required  at  Sandhill.  1 
associated  with  myself  in  the  work'  at  Ascot  Corner,  two  c; 
our  students,  Mr.  (iuy  Phinncy  and  Mr.  Piodley  Walter-, 
resigning  to  them  the  conduct  of  the  services  and  Sunday- 
schools  for  three  Sundays  out  of  the  four.     These  gcntleiiKu 
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haro  been  very  kindly  received,  and  their  services  are  highly 
valued  by  the  people  at  Ascot  Co-rner.  In  addition  to  the 
Sunday  services,  they  have  iasritiued  a  Saturday  evening 
])ractice  of  sacred  music,  with  readings,  which  is  very  largely 
attended. 

The  Sandhill  school-house  lies  on  the  Eaton  Iload,  l)etweci. 
Lcnnoxville  and  Cook.silnire.  between  five  Lind  six  miles  from 
the  fonner,  and  just  within  the  borders  of  the  township  of 
Katon.  It  is  built  at  a  i)laco  where  four  roads  meet,  and  is 
admirably  situated  to  form  a  convenient  centre  for  a  large 
surrounding  .><ection  of  country.  The  Kev.  Principal  Nicolls 
broke  ground  here  some  twenty-five  years  agf),  but  after  two 
years  of  labour,  abandoned  the  tieid.  Doubtless  those  services 
were  not  without  fruit.  Two  months  ago  a  young  man  from 
that  neighbourhood  was  at  our  Ascot  Corner  service  one 
Sunday  morning,  and  being  impressed  with  what  he  saw  and 
heard,  came  and  begged  of  me  to  begin  a  .similar  work 
at  Sandhill,  ])romising  me  his  hearty  co-operation.  After 
visiting  Sandhill,  making  inquiries,  and  obtaining  the  sanc- 
tion of  tJie  Incumbent  of  the  ]\[ission  of  Eaton,  I  resolved 
to  accept  the  invitation,  and  entrusting  A.scot  Corner  for 
three  Sundays  out  of  four  to  students,  to  devote  two  of  tlie 
three  Sundays  which  remained  to  this  new  opening.  As  it  is, 
iiowever.  of  great  importance  in  beginning  a  i\Ii.-..si()n  work  at 
a  new  station  to  Iceep  up  the  services,  if  jiossible,  every 
Stnul:iy,  I  secured  tliis  advantage  for  Sandhill  by  obtaining 
the  assistance  of  two  more  of  our  divinity  .students.  Mr. 
IJichard  Harvey,  of  the  diocese  of  Ontario,  and  Mr,  Fred. 
\Vebster,  of  the  diocese  of  (Quebec.  Six  weeks  ago  wo  began 
with  a  regular  Sunday  morning  service  at  eleven,  ])receded 
liy  a  Suuday-sehool  al  ten.  We  have  already  an  attendance 
at  the  Sunday-school  of  twenty-tivc  scholar.s,  and  the  num- 
Ijors  present  at  the  service  have  not  yet  fallen  below  tift_\. 
The  young  men  go  out  also  for  a  musical  ]n-actico  cverv 
Saturday  afternoon,  Mr.  Webster's  musieal  allainments  being 
of  great  value  liere.  I  may  here  perhajis  bo  pei-mitted  to 
mention,  as  an  indication  of  the  earnest  s[)irit  in  which  these 
gentlemen  have  entered  upon  their  work,  that  for  the  sake 
of  being  more  usefid.  they  havr  both  joined  the  local  Tem- 
,ierance  Association  at  Sandhill.  Our  /D.^friwimtif  -Mis^inuar)-; 
tiere,  as  usual,  are  the  I'agod  Praver  Book,  Hymns  Ancient 
and  .Arodern,  the  Calvary  and  \:;!iurch  Catechi.sms  and  the 
Holy  Bible.     We  hope  to  ro])ort  some  ])rogress  ne;.l  year.

A  systematic  visitation  of  th;^  whole  parish  (liiviiii^  the  \)nM 
five  months,  yields  the  folh>\vin,i,^  statistical  intbrmalion. 
f''amiiics  connnctod  with  the  Cluircli,  about  1!>0.  Number  of 
Hingle  persons,  not  included  in  the  above  families,  IJO.  Total 
ui'  the  Church  population,  ab(Mit  'JUO :  of  these,  about  oSl) 
nttcndcd  the  services  of  the  Church  with  more  or  loss  ro<,'i] 
larity.  The  nu.nber  of  professed  communicants  is  about  l'4ll. 
I'he  average  utte\  dance  at  the  Holy  Communion  lor  th<) 
pUhit  year  is  a  little  imder  b'O.  On  Kaster  Day,  between  the 
ti;'St  and  second  celebrations,  there  were  103  communicants. 
In  tho  Sunday-school  there  arc  a  little  over  150  children  oi 
the  roll,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  110.  There  aro 
twelve  classes,  all  at  present  supjdied  with  zealous  and  offi- 
cien-  teachers.  In  the  Colonial  school  there  are  75  childrou 
on  the  roll,  and  for  the  last  three  months  tho  daily  attendanu' 
has  averaged  nearly  up  to  50.  Our  Sunday  scliool  librarv, 
'vhi:h  is  greatly  appreciate<l  by  the  children,  numbers  no\- 
over  -100  volumes.  Our  parochial  lending  library  has  ik-w 
over  600  volumes,  of  which  we  have  now  a  printed  catalogue. 
^Vc  have  about  SO  subscribers  to  this  lib'-ary.  I  conduct  U'\ 
adult  Bible  class  every  Sunday  ai'leriioon  in  the  Church  ;  tU  ;. 
ournbers  over  30  members.  With  a  viiiw  to  instruction  in  the 
(h'inciples  of  the  Church,  1  am  talking  this  class  through  >onu' 
'  f  the  pninphlets  in  our  Church  depository:  at  prcsiMit  we  arc 
t'ligaged  in  Dr.  Thompson's  tract,  entitled:  ''  Cfncerniiig  thi 
Kiw^dom  of  God,  "  a  most  lucid  argument  for  a  divinely  or 
g;'.n]z.ed  Church  from  the  New  Testament.  The  member: 
oi'  the  class  have  all  purchased  the  tract  at  our  Church 
depository. 

Latclj',  at  the  earnest  request  of  the  IJector,  I  have  bi-giiii 
a  eoav^'i  of  sermons  on  Sunday  evenings,  bearing  m<nv  or 
Ivs.'j  directly  on  the  errors  of  the  Church  of  Rome.  J  com. 
(QOnoed  on  Sunday,  October  24th,  with  this  subject:  "  The 
<'hurch  o(  England,  Catholic  yet,  Protestant;"  this  ua". 
I'ollowed  by  t.vo  sermons  on  the  ibundation  (|uestion  of  tic 
vrholc  controversy  between  the  Knglish  branch  oi' the  Churdi 
C:>t]io'.ic,  and  the  ('hurch  of  the  Jioman  obedience,  namely:

Tho  u.-,ual  servicesatSt  I'eter's  Church,  and  the  Protest:ipl 
('(fonnatury  have  been  carried  on  througl.  the  )>ast  year  Ir, 
Kov.  C.  F.  Itcid,   Hector,   and   Kural    H-an,  and  by  uiysi 
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The  Suiiday-ftcliool  at  tho  reformatory  is  at  jircsont  carried  on 
by  one  of  our  zealous  Sunday-school  teachers.  In  all  but  the 
jJnior  classes  of  our  Sunday-school,  wo  iiavc  used  during  the 
year,  tho  lessons  published  by  the  J?ev.  H.  Holland,  of  St. 
Catherine's,  and  found  well  adajiled  for  our  work:  In  tJie 
junior  classes  tho  Church  and  Calvary  Catechisms  have  beo/t 
ihietly  used. 

On  Saturday  evening,  June  2Gth,  the  liight  Eeverond.  tl)e 
Lord  liishop  of  the  diocese  held  a  confirmation  in  our  Church, 
at  which  152  person.s  from  this  parish  (18  males  and  14 
lemales,)  were  conHrmed.  The  JJishop  kindly  remained  for 
tiio  following  Sunday  morning,  and  administered  the  First 
Communion  to  these  young  jiersons.  He  preaclied  'on  tbut 
occasion,  in  behalf  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
(i'os])el.  1  am  glad  to  report  that  our  offering  for  that  vene- 
rable soofely  of  our  Church  is  $15  in  advance  of  that  collected 
in  1ST4.. 

During  the  year  ending  Xovember  30th,  1875,  there  hftve 
been  44  baptisms,  (4  of  tl.  ^se  adults,)  12  marriages,  and  'I'^t 
burials.

I  regret  to  find  that  the  amounts  in  the  Parish  for  general 
purposes  falls  short  of  last  year.  This  is  to  bo  accounted  for 
partly  by  the  removal  of  some  members  of  the  congregation, 
and  partly  from  the  fact  that  some  few  of  the  annual  sub- 
scribers to  the  Society  find  themselves  unable,  ofi  account  of 
the  financial  depression  or  from  other  causes,  to  contribute 
this  year. 
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Lnsl  yt'Mr  I  ivportod  that  t ho  interior, of  tho  Chuich  hnil 
lioi'ii  jiaintnl  and  in  other  roMpocts  iiuich  iiior«*  fittinu;  tWi 
Uiviiio  Scrvioi'.  now  I  am  i^hul  to  state  the  outside  lias  lii'eii 
thoroui;'hly  rej>:dred.  Tlie  debt  wiii<'h  was  inenrred  in  tlif 
rejuiirs  of  the  l.'ar>onai;'e  lias  heen  reduced  hy  I'oiir  hiindri.'d 
dolhirs,  and  etVorls  are  now  lieinii;  made  to  clear  oil  tiie  re- 
mainder, wliich  I  hopo  may  l>e  successl'iil. 

In  the  month  olMune  last,  the  Lord  Bishop  oi'  the  l)ioceHe 
j'ldmiiiisteivd  the  Ifilo  of  C'ontirmation  (o  thirty-tive  candidale^i, 
all  of  whom  have  since  been  atlnnltc-d  to  the  Holy  Conunu- 
nion.  There  has  been  no  intermission  in  the  usual  service.-* 
of  tho  Church.  The  Hf)ly  Communion  has  been  celel-ratol 
once  a  fortid;;ht,  on  the  great  festivals,  on  the  day  ol'  tliank-- 
.L^iving  for  tho  ingathering  of  the  harvest,  and  on  tlie  day  ol 
intercession.  There  have  Jx'cn  ba])ti/ed  in  the  I'arish,  eleven 
adtdts  and  thirty  children.  1  have  had  one  marriage  and 
eleven  Inn-ials. 

Five  miles  distant  frora  the  I'arish  Church,  on  the('om]»ton 
road,  is  the  little  (;huri'h  of  St.  IJarnabas,  Milby.  ThisCMiurch 
Avjts  consecrated  by  the  Loi-d  Jiishoj)  nf  the  i>iocese  on  the 
festival  of  8t.  ]5arnabas,  and  eight  candidates  received  the 
Apostolic  Ivile  of  the  laying  on  of  liands  and  were  admitted 
U)  the  blessed  privilege  of  tho  Holy  Communion,  Since  that 
time,  Divine  Service  has  been  regularly  held  by  Air  .Simpson, 
one  of  the  Students  of  Jjisho]>'s  College,  who  is  in  ehai'ge  ot 
the  station,  and  by  my.self  during  the  holidays.  The  Holy 
Communion  has  been  celebrated  once  a  month  thi'ough  the 
kindness  of  the  Jtev.  Dr.  Nicolls  and  tho  Jiov.  C.  11.  Jiadglcv, 
M.  A.,  the  average  attendance  being  twent^'-six. 

The  average  attendance  on  Divine  Service  is  eighty-six. 
The  Sunday-school  is  progressing  favourably,  the  scholars 
numljoring  foi-tv. 

Since  the  consecration  sheds  have  been  erected  for  horse ^. 
and  the  outside  of  the  Church  has  been  ])ainted,  so  that  it  i- 
now  quite  tini.shed  and,  I  am  happy  to  say,  free   from  debt 
The  following  is  the  tinuncial  statement  of  this  Church  from 
St.  Barnabas  Day  till  tho  end  of  November.

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Some  infant  bant  isms  liavo  been  pcrfurmoil.  Somo  candi- 
dates for  adult  baptism  and  for  confirmation  aro  boin^^ 
ju-oparcd,  and  somo  younger  children  encouraged  to  apply 
ihemsolves  tolearnin<,'  the  tirst  principles  of  religion  ;  whilst 
parents  have  boon  reminded  of  the  greatei-  responsibility 
resting  upon  them  in  this  matter,  on  account  of  the  few 
parochial  advantages  which  surround  their  children. 

The  tabular  statement  will  show  that  (not  to  speak  of  tho 
occasional  duties  done  elsewhere  as  referred  to)  about  a  dozen 
places  not  included  in  organised  parishes  have  been  visited 
periodically,  the  chief  of  them  at  an  interval  of  about  a 
month  :  that  about  300  souls,  young  and  old,  have  received 
such  ministrations  as  they  could  accept ;  that  a  good  average 
number  have  availed  themselves  of  tho  same  ;  that  more  than 
100  public  services  have  boon  held  during  the  half  year,  in 
these  places  alone ;  that  the  Jloly  Communion  has  been  fro- 
(juontly  administered,  and  that  more  than  half  the  travelling 
expenses  have  already  been  mado  up  out  of  tho  offertory:  at 
(irosse  Isle.  $1.7-1  were  given  toa  poor  family,  815  devoted  to 
tho  Parsonage,  and  §12.40  invested,  making  S20. 14  locally 
applied,  which  with  $22.95  for  Mission  and  Pension  Funds, 
constitute  tho  total,  $52.09. 

The  other  items  seoni  to  demand  tho  comment  that 
Rimouski  will  bo  seen  to  have  contributed,  through  tho  offer- 
tory, more  than  four  times  as  much  as  any  other  place,  in 
acknowledgment  of  the  ministrationsreceivod.  1  have  good 
hope  that  this  unfavourable  comparison  will  bo  mado  up  for 
in  tho  coming  half  year,  and  that  a  fair  proportion  of  tho 
.Missionar\-'s  exjienses  will  bo  sent  to  the  Church  Society 
from  all  ])lacos  visited.

Tho  good  i)eo]jlo  of  Throe  Rivers  most  laudably  showed  a 
hearty  sympathy  with  their  bi-olhron  of  Xicolot,  and  with 
the  clergy,    by  Joining  them  in   largo   numbers  when  that 
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mission  was  formally   ro-oponed.     Thcso  places  are  on  oppo- 
site sides  of  the  rivor,  and  about  12  miles  apart. 

The  thanks<^iving  service  and  wrrvice  of  intorcession 
wore  held  at '  ho  chief  stations  at  or  about  the  appointed 
times. 

All  families  and  individuals  not  known  to  be  Roman 
Catholics  have  been  duly  visited,  and  such  visits,  as  well  as 
the  public  ministrations,  have  been  f^ladly  welcomed. 

In  fact  I  have  found,  whether  on  the  |)art  of  those  whose 
forefathers  at  no  very  distant  day  were  embraced  within  the 
folds  of  our  national  Church,  but  who  may  themselves  liave 
been  brought  up  under  some  other  system  of  reformed 
worship,  or  a^ain  on  the  part  of  the  more  intelligent  and 
liberal  minded  among  our  IJoman  Catholic  brethren,  a 
readiness  to  acknowledge  historically  and  practically'  the 
scriptural,  primitive  and  comprehensive  character  of  our 
national  portion  of  Christ's  "one  holy  catholic  and  a'postolic 
Church,"  and  also  a  readiness  to  respect  and  hospitably  to 
entertain  her  clergy. 

Moreover,  I  have  found  all  who  assemble  for  worship  most 
willing  to  try  how  far  they  can  enjoy  and  ])rotit  bj  the  Book 
of(*ommon  Prayer,  and  it  is  used  aptly  and  heartily;  and 
([uite  spontaneously  have  its  services  been  confessed  to  be 
more  beautiful  and  solemn  than  was  supposed,  and  more 
impressive  than  any  jireviously  particii)ated  in.  Now  and 
then  opportunities  are  otVered  for  the  distribution  of  tracts. 
French  as  well  as  I'jiglish,  and  I  am  sure  that  well  chosen 
ones,  carefully  used,  must  do  a  great  deal  of  good. 

Many  interesting  details  of  travel  and  duty  might  be 
rccorde<l,  but  I  have  chosen  rather  to  speak  as  briefly  as 
possible  of  the  general  character  of  the  work  entrusted  tome, 
with  some  of  its  actual  results.  Other  results  there  are,  1 
am  convinced,  which  have  not  been  specilied  or  alluded  to, 
but  wliicli  are,  1  trust,  included  in  the  fact  that  jtrovision  is 
now  made,  as  far  as  practicaltle,  for  the  slicplierding  of  many 
sheep  who  would  otlu'rwi^e  I'un  the  risk'  of  being  overlooked 
;iii(l  lost  from  our  fold,  and  of  having  some  cause  to  reproach 
thcii-  s|)irifual  mother  with  neglect.  At  the  same  time  I  can- 
not but  think  that  many  orihe>e  are  i'es])onsible  befoi'c  (iod 
for  placing  Ihcmselves  beyond  the  reach  of  communion  with 
theii-  brethren,  that  is.  from  such  means  of  grace  as  they  can 
conscientiously  use,  and  which  elsewhere  they  and  their 
ch'ldreii  might  be  eiijoN'ing  regularly.  No  one  can  justily 
himsi'lf  ll)r  acting  in  dii'Cct  reversal  of  the  precept  "Seek  yo 
first  the  kingdom  of  (iod  and  his  righteousness,  and  all  other 
lhir)_gb  shall  be  added  unto  you."

A  handsome  donation  of  one  himdrcd  dollars  has  hoeii 
made  to  the  Drummondville  endowment  by  Mr.  Jami's 
J)uncan.  This  fund  having  reached  the  required  amount, 
the  clergyman  serving  that  mission  •will  be  entitled  to 
receive  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

The  period  for  receiving  the  munificent  grant  of  jC.'jOO  ,stg., 
from  the  Society  for  tho  Pi'opagation  of  the  CJospel  to  meet  a
